Want summer job? Just ask dad—if he is a 'public servant 


A Herald staff report 


Summer nepotism — hiring (he sons 


ond daughters of elected officials and of 
fnll-tlmo employes for seasonal jobs — U 
alive and well In more than one third of 
33 local school, park and municipal gov- 
ernments In the Northwest suburbs. 


Twelve governments Including eight 


school districts and four pork districts 
hnvo policies which ban hiring relatives 
of board members and/or of employ- 
es, n Herald survey of local governments 
reveals. 


Yet 14 local governments do have sum- 


mer employes related to full-time em- 
ployes or to board members or both. 


The prize for hiring relatives would 


have to go to the Buffalo Grove Park 


District which employs children of the 
district secretary, a park board commis- 
sioner, the district board president and 
the park director. 


The summer employes Include Bon- 


nie and G. Scott Kiddie the daughter and 
son of Comr. William J. Kiddle. Bonnie 
Kiddle makes $1 an hour working for a 
second year at the pool concession stand, 
while Scott Kiddle makes $1.75 an hour In 
his third year of doing maintenance for 
the district. 


MICHAEL J. SETTANI. son of Park 


Board Pros. Joseph Scttannl, makes 
$3.75 an hour doing maintenance work. 
George R. Johnson Jr., the son of district 
secretary Joyce J. Johnson, makes $2.50 
an hour as head life guard at Willow 
Stream Pool in his fourth year of work- 


Ing for the park district during the sum- 
mer. 


Helde Crosland, daughter of Park Dlr. 


Stan Crosland, makes 50 cents an hour 
working four hours a week helping with 
a gymnastics class. 


The relatively low salaries paid by the 


Buffalo Grove Park District may ease 
the wounds of taxpayers who disapprove 
of the praticc of nepotism. 


Other local governments are paying 


salaries as high as $4 an hour to summer 
employes who are related to employes or 
officials of that government agency. 


There is no law in Illinois to make such 


hiring practices illegal. And while some 
local boards have moved to pass policy 
statements or ordinances banning nepot- 
,lsm, others defend the practice as one 


way to get bargain-rate help or highly 
qualified Instructors for their programs. 


THE MOUNT PROSPECT Park Dis- 


trict's 10-year-old prohibition on hiring 
any relative of a board member, the su- 
perintendent or any supervisory employe 
is "the greatest thing they (commission- 
era) ever passed," according to Park 
Dlr. Thomas Cooper, who readily admits 
it's difficult to give orders to the child of 
a board member. 


But in Schaumburg, Park District Di- 


rector Paul Derda defends his district's 
hiring of children of two commissioners 
as well as of Derda's wife. 


Martha Derda makes $4 an hour work- 


Ing 1V4 hours per day, five days a week 
instructing the district's specialized syn- 
chronized swimming program. Head of 


the woman's swimming program at West 
Leyden High School, Mrs. Derda started 
the park program four years ago and 
works every night for about three weeks 
before each park district water show 
without pay. 


Derda says he doesn't like the idea of 


his wife working for him, "but she is the 
most capable person available." 


The two board members' children 


working for the Schaumburg Park Dis- 
trict Include Jull Bock, daughter of 
Comr. Robert Bock. She works 35 hours 
a week as a recreation leader at a salary 
of $2.15 per hour. 


Terrl Brandenburg, daughter of com- 


missioner and board president John 
Brandenburg, makes $2.15 an hour as a 


lifeguard and swim instructor,at the dis- 
trict pool. 


WHILE THE SCHAUMBURG district 


once considered a ban on hiring relatives 
similar to the one In effect in the neigh- 
boring Hoffman Estates Park District, 
Derda explains it was rejected be- 
cause It would be a form of reverse prej- 
udice. "It doesn't matter who you know. 
We hire on ability, experience and ere-. 
dentials," he said. 


Other instances of summer nepotism in 


local governments include: 


• The Village of Wheeling which is 


paying John Lortz, son of Herb Lortz, 
who heads the village plan commission, 
$3 per hour to do outdoor maintenance in

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Village manager urged to complete study 
Lang wants to make certain 
major builders pay all fees

W opting Trustee Albert Lang has 


called for a complete study by the vll- 
i. «e manager to make sure that major 
developers have paid all permit, water 
and sewer fees. 


The study uill Include a review of all 


building permits for planned devel- 
opments and Industrial sites. In addition, 
the manager will check for proper as* 
sessmcnts and payments for water and 
sou or connections. It will also include an 


accounting of the number and size of wa- 
ter meters installed. 


Lang declined to comment on what 


prompted him to propose the review. 


"I just want to make sure the proper 


fees were paid," he said. "I don't want 
them to pay more. I don't want them to 
pay less. And I want to see that the Vil- 
lage of Wheeling gets all of the money 
that's due It." 


The report is to be presented to the 


board by July 15. 


Officials fear annex will 
leave no density control 


Wheeling officials arc worried that 


they will be forced to annex a 200-unlt 
condominium project south of the village 
on Wolf Road without adequate control 
over building density. 


Avis Enterprises has received county 


permits to build on 14 acres just north of 
the Wheeling Drainage Ditch. Earth 
moving for the project has already be- 
gun, and Village Mgr. George Passolt 
said the developers arc now Interested 
into annexing to the village. 


While village officials are trying to 


lower density rales for condominiums 
from 16 to 14 units per acre, the county 
allows a higher number of units per acre. 
Board members sold the developers may 
try to use their county permits as lever- 
age In bargaining for maximum density 
if the village annexes the property. 


JAMES DlPIETItO. however, said his 


firm is already planning to reduce the 
density of the project from 228 units or 
in 3 per acre to 200 units or 14.3 per acre. 
He said this will allow more three bed- 
room condominiums, which he sold arc 
more popular in this area. 


"The only way I would cut it (density) 


nould bo to go to more three bedrooms, 
which we already plan to do," DiPlctro 
said. "The plans are set, and we can't 
change plans." 


DIPictro said the village docs not have 


to worry about gcttlnu a low quality de- 
velopment If It annexes the property. He 


said the condominiums will sell for about 
$30,000 and the project will Include un- 
derground parking, club house and swim- 
ming pool. The project Is being designed 
for older couples, rather than families 
with children, he said. 


Village officials, however, are remem- 


bering a similar situation with the Fox- 
boro Apartments. Developers of this 
project obtained county zoning for tho 
project before seeking annexation and 
zoning in the village. The project was 
approved with a density of more than 18 
units per acre, so that the village would 
have jurisdiction over the complex that 
would be built anyway. 


DIPIETRO SAID he thinks annexation 


to the village will be beneficial for both 
Plum Creek and Wheeling. "I feel that it 
will be a part of the village anyway 
there," he said. "It's always an advan- 
tage to a builder to go into a village lim- 
its. We'd be very foolish not to consider 
it." 


If the village docs not annex the prop- 


erty, DIPictro said the project will hook 
Into the Metropolitan Sanitary District 
sewer on Hlntz Road and Install its own 
well system. 


The village board has directed the plan 


commission to review plans for the proj- 
ect to sec If it would be acceptable to the 
village. No date has yet been set for that 
review.

available for youngsters entering kinder- 
garten through the eighth grade next 
fall. 


Multimedia storytlmes will be con- 


ducted for children in kindergarten, first 
and second grades July 16, 23, 30 and 
Aug. 6. Morning ond evening sessions 
will be at tho Wheeling library and alter- 
noon sessions will bo tit the St. Mary's 
School summer extension library In Buf- 
falo Grove. 


Third-, fourth-and fifth-grade students 


may sign up for craft classes that will be 
offered July 17, 24. 31 and Aug. 7. Again, 
morning and evening sessions will be at 
the Wheeling library and afternoon ses- 
sions at the St. Mary's School extension. 


Children who will bo tailoring the sixth, 


L a n g ' s request may hove been 


prompted by reports of favors granted to 
various developers in their water and 
sewer connections. 


FOR EXAMPLE. The Herald disclosed 


last year that the village is still out

Originally, developers hooking into 


these lines were supposed to pay the vil- 
lage according to a fixed formula for 
their benefit from the extension. Only 
one developer, however, has paid for 
hooking Into these lines, although at least 
two other projects have also hooked into 
the extension. 


One of the developments bcnefittlng 


from the village-financed water and sew- 
er project was the politically connected 
Whipplctrce Village, a mobile home park 
at 525 McHenry Rd. 


A "recapture" ordinance requiring de- 


velopments bcnefittlng from the project 
to pay a share of construction costs 
failed to include Whlpplctree, although

sllene Vivona, an instructional assistant 
at Hersey High School, both make $4.06 
an hour cleaning up fire damage at 
Wheeling High School. 


• Arlington Heights Dlst. 25 offclals 


said they believed two or three children 
of district secretaries had been hired for 
summer work, but James Monroe, the 
director of buildings and grounds, who 
would have specific Information on the 
names and salaries of those employed, 
was unavailable for comment. The dis- 
trict does have an established practice of 
not considering tho families of board 
members or administrators for employ- 
ment.

Grlttanl, the son of former village 
trustee Joseph Grlttanl, who was cam- 


paign manager for Village Pres. Robert 
D.Telchertinl969. 


Creamer said he hired all of the teen- 


agers who applied for the jobs this year. 
He said he had turned down his son for a 
job last year because he had DO unfilled 
positions. 


CREAMER SAID HE told his son, "As 


far as I'm concerned, you're here and I 
don't know you. If you get out of line, 
some foreman is going to chew you out." 
He said of all the summer employes, "I 
don't core who it is; he's got to work. I 
don't tolerate any loafing around or goof- 
ing off." 


Creamer said he has "never had any 


political pressure put on me on who I 
hire." 


The 12 local agencies which have pol- 


icies banning nepotism include School 
Dials. 211 and 57 and the Rolling Mead- 
ows Park District which ban hiring of 
relatives of elected board members; and 
the Mount P r o s p e c t Park District, 
Harper College, the Hoffman Estates 
Park District, School Dists. 59, 57, 25, 
and the Palatine Park District, which 
have restrictions on hiring relatives of 
employes. 


High School Dlst. 214 allows hiring of 


relatives of board members, but not of 
administrative employes. 


Oakton Community College hires only 


its own students for summer work.

unproductive" point in bargaining, an impasse which results 
in a break in negotiations.

Fireworks for Sale," were at Golf and 
Potter roads in Maine Township and at 
Rand and Lake-Cook roads, Rand and 
Old Rte. 53 and Northwest Highway and 
Ela Road In Palatine Township. 


According to Illinois law, most fire- 


works, Including firecrackers, Roman 
candles and sparklers, are illegal. How- 


ever, certain Items such as flares, 
snakes and toy smoke devices could be 
legal, according to law enforcement offi- 
cials.

ERA backers confident of '75 passage 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The cam- 


paign to outlaw sex discrimination in the 
United States is over for 1974, but sup- 
porters of tho Equal Rights Amendment 
remain confident they can finish the job 
next year. 


ERA backers are organizing to win 


ratification of the 27th Amendment to the 
Constitution in five or more of the 17 
states which have failed to approve it 
since Congress sent it to the SO legisla- 
tures in 1972. Three states ratified ERA 
in 1974, raising the total to 33, or five 
short of tho three-fourths needed. The 


amendment lapses 'if not ratified by 
March, 1979. 


By some counts, ERA ratifications to- 


tal only 31, because both the Nebraska 
and Tennessee legislatures have voted to 
rescind previous ratifications. Many le- 
gal authorities believe reclsion is not pos- 
sible, and at the least predict a tough 
battle, probably in Congress, before 
these actions can be recognized. 


There also Is a legal controversy over 


the status of ratification in Illinois, 
where the amendment was ratified by a 
simple majority in both 
legislative 


bouses whereas opponents contend three- 


fifths is necessary. The matter is before 
a three-judge federal court, and ERA 
supporters meantime are' not counting 
this as ratification. 


The legislatures of Maine, Ohio and 


Montana approved ERA this year. In ad- 
dition to Nebraska and Tennessee, others 
on the list are Alaska, California, Colora- 
d o, Connecticut, 
Delaware, Hawaii, 


Idaho, Iowa, Kansas, Kentucky, Mary- 
land, Massachusetts, Michigan, Min- 
nesota, New Hampshire, New Jersey, 
New Mexico, New York, Oregon, Penn- 
sylvania, Rhode Island, South Dakota, 
Texas, Vermont, Washington, West Vir- 


ginia, Wisconsin and Wyoming. 


All 17 states where ERA has failed 


have legislative sessions in 1975, and 
backers expect the final ifve to be in the 
ratification fold by this time next year. 
Hopes are highest for Illinois, North Da-1 
kota, Indiana, North Carolina, Oklahoma 
and Florida. 


Both houses of Congress 
approved 


ERA by the required two-thirds margin 
after decades of battling by women's 
rights advocates. The amendment, as it 
went to the states, simply prohibits 
enactment of laws which discriminate on 
the basis of sex. 


Nixon summit—peace advancement

President Nixon, speaking to the na- 


tion from Caribou, Maine during a re- 
fueling stop prior to his flight to Key Bis- 
cayne, Florida for a vacation,'said his 
Moscow summit talks moved the United 
States and the Soviet Union toward an 
"irreversible" peace by advancing exist- 
ing agreements of control of nuclear 
arms. 


Nixon, returning to U. S. soil after his 


third summit with the Russians in three 
years, said it was an "imperative neces- 
sity" that relations between Moscow and I 
Washington result in an "Irreversible 
momentum which will lead to permanent 
peace." 


But Nixon promised that his accords 


with Communist Party Leader Leonid 
Brezhnev will not compromise U. S. se- 
curity. 


He disclosed that both nations will 


make new efforts to curb offensive, land- 
based missiles on the basis of new "in- 
structions growing out of our dis- 
cussions." 


Speaking at Loring Air Force Base, 


Nixon did not reveal specific details of 
the new instructions for Strategic Arms 
Limitations talks at Geneva, due to ac- 
cords reached at Moscow. 


Nixon outlined n series of agreements 


between the two superpowers in addition 
to weapons — accords in energy, hous- 
ing, health, economic cooperation, and 
trade. 


"The significance of these agreements 


goes beyond the agreements them- 
selves," Nixon said. "We are creating 
new patterns of cooperation and new pat 
terns of consultation." 


Nixon also said it was clearly under- 


stood by the Soviet leadership that de- 
tente "will not proceed at the expense of 
traditional allies.'" 


Nixon's homecoming welcome was led 


by Vice President Gerald Ford, Maine 
Gov. and Mrs. Kenneth Curtis and the 
President's daughter Julie Nixon Bison- 
hoxvcr.

level in years 


DETROIT (UPI) — New car sales in 


the first half of 1974 fell to the lowest 
level in 11 years as a spring surge wasn't 
strong enough to erase the steep winter 
drop caused by the energy crisis, U.S. 
automakers reported Wednesday. 


General Motors Corp. suffered 
the 


sharpest decline among U.S. automakers 
because of its dependence on large cars, 
dropping 29.7 per cent In the first six 
months from a year ago. Chrysler Corp. 
declined 19.0 per cent, Ford Motor Co. 
19.1 per cent and American Motors, 
h e a v i l y committed to small cars, 
dropped just 2.B per cent from last year's 
first half.

Israeli military sources said Wednes- 


day Egypt has built fortifications east of 
tlto Suez Canal that encroach on the 
United Nations buffer zone separating 
Egyptian and Israel forces in the Sinai 
peninsula. 


The charge came as defense and for- 


eign ministers of tho 20-nation Arab 
League met in emergency session in 
Cairo to discuss joint action to protect 
Lebanon against Israeli attacks. Mea- 
sures could range from another Arab oil 
embargo to ringing Palestinian refugee 
camps with the latest Soviet-made sur- 
face-to-air missiles (SAMs). 


The Egyptian minister of war, Field 


Marshal Ahmed Ismail, told the opening 
session that last October's war proved 
the Arabs are capable "of defending our 
honor" and said Egypt is prepared to go 
to the "ultimate extreme" to defend 
Arab rights and repel aggression on any 
Arab state. 


Arab League Secretary, General Mah- 


moud Riad said the security of Arab 
countries is indivisible and military coor- 
dination should be a permanent strategy 
of Arab states. 


Israeli sources in Tel Aviv said the 


gyptian fortifications extended 100 yards 
into the buffer zone at several points cast 
of the 103-mile-long canal. 


The buffer zone was established in the 


Egyptian-Israel! troop 
disengagement 


agreement cngniecred by Secretary of 
State Henry A. Kissinger which was 
signed Jan. 18. 


The U.N. buffer zone, ranging between 


one and one half and six miles wide, runs 
parallel to the canal about six miles to 
the east. There have been no reports of 
major incidents between Israeli and 
Egyptian troops in the area since the dis- 
engagement accord was signed.

hospital with a heart ailment. Warren, 
83, was listed in fair condition at Wash- 
ington's Georgetown University Hospital 
after being admitted for congestive heart 
blockage and coronary insufficiency — 
regarded as less serious than other 
forms of heart attack. Warren — a for- 
mer governor of California who retired 
from tho Supreme Court in 1969 after 
leading it through landmark civil rights 
cases — reportedly had not been feeling 
well for some time.

OK last obstacle 
to area reservoir

Approval by officials In Buffalo Grave 


Is the only thing tlinl appears to be 
standing In the way of construction of a 
100-acro reservoir on Buffalo Creek 
which Is expected to alleviate many of 
thr flooding problems In the arm. 


Under the proposed agreement for con- 


struction of the reservoir, the Lake Coun- 
ty Forest Preserve District will acquire 
the needed land, the Metropolitan Sani- 
tary District will pay for construction 
and the village will maintain the facility 
after It U built. 


The MSD approved the agreement late 


last year and the forest preserve district 
signed It more than two months ago. Buf- 
falo Grove officials have yet to take ac- 
tion. 


V i l l a g e Mgr. Daniel Larson said 


Wednesday the village board has not act- 
ed on llto agreement because It Is waiting 
for a clarification from the forest pre- 
serve district on its maintenance respon- 
sibilities. 


f/j said he was told by forest preserve 


officials last week that the information 
would be forthcoming, but it has not yet 
been received by the village. Village offi- 
cials, he said, will not .ilgn tho agree- 
ment until they know exactly what 
maintenance functions the village will be 
required to perform. 


JEnnnLD SOESHE. director of tho 


forest preserve district, said Wednesday, 
he Is not aware of the village's request. 
"I don't know what It Is the village is 
waiting for," he said. "We've already ap- 
proved the agreement. 


"It sounds to me like there's been a 


breakdown in communication," he said. 
"So for as we're concerned the agree- 
ment is acceptable and we're not plan- 
ning any further action." 


The reservoir has been in the planning 


stages for several years and has met, 
several delays. Under the agreement, the 
forest preserve district would gain added 
recreation area. Tho village and the sur- 
rounding area, however, would benefit the 
most because of tho additional water re- 
tention. 


Village offoclnls, have said they would 


like to sec the $2.1 million facility com- 
pleted by mid-1975. If the village does not 
sign the agreement soon, this may not be 
possible. 


As soon as Buffalo Grove signs the 


agreement, Socsbc said the forest pre- 
serve district will apply for a $1.8 million 
federal grant that would reimburse the 
MSD for the land acquisition cost. 


Socsbc said he is pessimistic about 


chances of receiving the grant because 
federal money at present is "tight." The 
MSD, however, has said It will assume 
the entire cost if the grant is refused. 


Socsbc said acquiring the land for the 


reservoir could take from two months to 
two years, depending on the amount of 
resistance from property owners. If 
there is a lot of resistance, he said, con- 
demnation will be necessary and it will 
take more time. 


WHEN COMPLETED, the 260-mlllion 


gallon reservoir will provide major flood 
relief for downstenm homes In Buffalo 
Grove, Wheeling and parts of unincorpo- 
rated Cook County.

Army won't budge on use of Nike site

The Army "can't come up with a viable 


alternative to the facilities at Arlington 
Heights," said Undersecretary of the 
Army Eugene Berg. 


Berg made the statement in defense of 


the recent Army decision to retain con- 
trol of the remaining 75 acres of tho Ar- 
lington Heights Nike Base. Central and 
Wilkc roads. He was addressing citizens, 
village and park district officials and 
aides of local legislators at a meeting 
Wednesday morning at the Arlington 
Heights Municipal Building called by U. 
S. Rep. Philip M. Crane. R-I2th. 


The park district, backed by local resi- 


dents and area legislators, has been try- 
ing to have the last acreage of the 137- 
acre base turned over for public recrea- 
tional use. 


The Army plans to station about 1,200 


men at the base. Other reservists from 
the Chicago area would use the base as a 
training facility from time to time, Berg 
said. 


He and other Army officials assured 


local representatives there would bo no 
live ammunition, nor full field maneu- 
vers at the base. 


GROUPS KAVOm.NT, the park district 


asked Berg whether other regional sites, 
such as Ft. Sheridan, Glcnvicw Naval 
Air Station or tho Addison Nike Base, 
had been explored as possible alterna- 
tives to Arlington Heights. 


Berg said the other sites had been ex- 


amined and the Army decided ". . . the 
site at Arlington Heights is right." 


Jack Walsh. Arlington Heights Village 


President questioned Berg sharply on the 
manner at which that decision 
was 


reached and was announced to the com- 
munity. 


"It was like we were in a ball game 


and you were at bat when the game got 
called. The game starts up again and we 
find you're on second base. I just want to 
know how you got there," Walsh said. 


Berg said a report on the decision- 


making process was on his desk and 
would be made available to local legisla- 
tors within a week. 


Walsh pressed Berg further. "We need 


some statement without burdening the 
Army justifying this decision. It's hard to 
drive by all that open land and golf 
course at Glcnvicw..." 


WALSH OFFERED to drive Berg and 


the generals to Glcnvicw to point out the 
open space at the facility. 


Berg answered. "Sometimes we have 


to bo arbitrary . . . We, tho Army, own 
the land and have the right and necessity 
to use It." 


Walsh then said, "You still haven't ex- 


plained it (why Arlington Heights is 
more attractive than live other sites), 
the issue isn't just a golf course. The 
people hero don't hnvc enough recrea- 
tional land. . . We need a justification 


for the quote arbitrary unquote deci- 
sion." 


Gen. John Roberts, chief of Army Re- 


serves, said volunteers and reserves 
were needed for the Army to maintain 
strength. "In order to do this ... you 
have to have a site ideally located," re- 
furring to Arlington Heights. 


Berg said the Army is now drawing up 


plans for all metropolitan areas, in- 
cluding Chicago, that would best utilize 
existing bases and would integrate re- 
serves and the regular army. According 
to the "Chicago Plan," Berg said Arling- 
ton Heights would make the best avail- 
able site. 


BERG SAID THE decision had been 


made to remain In Arlington Heights and 
the Army was now seeking "what can be 
done to improve the situation." 


Areas of compromise raised at the 


meeting included a land swap with the 
park district and the possibility of de- 
claring some of the 75 acres as excess. 


Berg termed the land swap "relatively 


easy." The park district has title to 13 
acres outside the fence and has applied 
for an additional 52 acres already de- 
clared surplus. 
• The swap would trade the park's 13 
acres for land adjoining the 52 acres. It 
is hoped this would provide enough land 
for a small golf course. 


Berg, saying he did not want to hold 


out any false hopes, said a review of ex- 


Omni-House seeks 'friends' for teens 


Omnl-IIousc: Youth Services Bureau Is 


hoping to set up a program to help par- 
cntless children make the transition from 
living in institutions or with foster fami- 
lies to being on their own. 


Details on the program arc being 


worked out with thn Illinois Dcpt. of Chil- 
dren and Family Services. If the idea Is 
approved, the department would refer 
wards of the state between the ages of 16 
and 18 who are ready to assume respon- 
sibility to Omnl-IIouse. The local coun- 
seling agency would then place the teen- 
agers with single adults willing to act a* 
"youth advocates." 


The function of the "youth advocate" 


would bo to provide a place for the teen- 
ager to live with him or her for three to 
six months and get advice on finding a 
job, budgeting and other Information to 
help him function Inter on his own, ac- 


cording to Lois Broil, Omni-House social 
worker. 


"The 'youth advocate' will be more 


like a quasi-roommatc than a foster par- 
ent," Miss Broil said. "We're not looking 
for people who would bo parent figures, 
but somebody to serve as a friend and 
advocate for thos-j kids." 


ACCORDING TO Miss Broil, a con- 


tract between Omni-House and the Dcpt. 
of Children and Family services will 
probably be signed next week. 


The Omni-House staff will then begin a 


campaign to recruit single adults be- 
tween the ages of about 20 and 30 Inter- 
ested in participating in the program. 


Miss Broil said "youth advocates" will 


probably receive about $230 per month 
from the Dcpt. of Children and Family 
Services. The money may bo used to pay 
for the child's room and board or the 
advocate and the child may work out 


other arrangements. For example, the 
two may agree to save the money to ap- 
ply later to the rent on the teen-ager's 
apartment when he begins working. 


"The advocates won't be counselors, 


but hopefully they'll provide a practical 
living situation where kids can learn to 
make decisions and take responsibility," 
she commented. 
' 


. PROGRAMS SUCH as the one pro- 
'posed by Omni-House are relatively new, 
according to Miss Broil. The intention is 
to give kids a chance to learn what's in- 
volved in being responsible for them- 
selves. 


"Instead of being thrown out on their 


own and not knowing what to do because 
they've been supervised so closely all 
their lives either in institutions or by fos- 
ter families, these kids can learn what 
it's all about beforehand," Miss Broil 
said. 


act land needs of the reserves would be 
completed with the "Chicago Plan." 


Roberts added that the study would 


take three to four months to complete 
and go through channels. 


Members of the Committee for Utili- 


zation of the Nike Base, an umbrella 
group backing the park district, said that 
10 to 15 acres would be adequate for the 
number of men at the base, Martin Caw- 
ley, of the committee, said, "anything 
over 15 acres will be unacceptable to the 
community." 


Berg replied, "You're on dangerous 


grounds to talk about acreage." 


BERG SAID THE Army would try to 


be a good neighbor and would be "as 
.flexible as we can within that (land 
need) framework . . . If there is bad 
backwash from this, we'll just have to 
accept it." 


After the meeting Cawly said the 


Army's position was still unacceptable to 
the committee. "We just don't accept the 
promise that the Army needs all the 
land. They have to show us a detailed 
accounting for all their needs," he said. 


Charles Wolff, an aide to U. S. Sen. 


Adlai Stevenson concurred. "Until we 
sec the Chicago Plan we're still not con- 
vinced ... We still want to see specific 
explanations on Ft. Sheridan," he said. 


Another meeting between the Army 


and local interests has been scheduled 
for Aug. 28 at Crane's Arlington Heights 
offices.

The United Slain won't allow It, became 
doctors would loio million* of dollars a 
year If they allowed a cure for cancer. 
My husband and I argued strongly for 
the AMA saying there Is apparently 
something not perfect with the vitamin 
as yet and until It Is the AMA will not 
endorse It. So, would you please explain 
as much as you can. 


People Ilkn that "vitamin salesperson" 


are a menace to public health. They arc 
really dangerous. Most of the Informa- 
tion they provide Is wrong and used to 
make money for thcmiwlvca. The big 
danger Is that someone will take one of 
their quack cures Instead of going to a 
good doctor and getting useful treatment 
while there Is stilt time. 


It is not llio AMA that, is keeping loot- 


rile out of the United Slates. It Is your 
federal government through Its Food and 
Drug Administration. The FOA Is not 
part of the AMA at all. It is a govern- 
ment agency to protect the public's 
health from such charlatans as the "vita-

rain salesperson." They protect the pub- 
lic from false claims and harmful prod- 
ucts that would otherwise be marketed. 


Laetrile Is not harmful. It may not be 


useful cither. It has been popularized as 
one of those "over the border" treat- 
ments for cancer. Even the Mexican 
"Laotrile Doctor" does not claim that It 
helps except in about five per cent of his 
coses. The rest get standard treatments 
for cancer that you could get in the 
United States in good medical centers. 


CANCER does not provide much mon- 


ey for the practicing physician. He 
makes most of his income from aches 
and pains often caused by tension and 
life patterns. Only a few doctors in pri- 
vate practice are regularly engaged In 
taking care of cancer patients. Most of 
the cancer centers are staffed by doctors 
on a flat salary. They do not make a bit 
more for the number of patients they 
sec. The research studies in cancer in 


most centers are sponsored by funds 
from the federal government, 'And the 
scientists are paid from these funds. The 
pay, incidentally, is rather email com- 
pared to their training and background. 


Laetrile is an extract of the apricot 


seed. A review of cases claimed.to be 
helped by it failed to prove In a single 
case that the laetrile was of any benefit 
in those few cases that appeared to bene- 
fit from cancer therapy. The danger in 
"South of the Border" clinics for this is 
that someone may refuse needed surgery 
that could be life saving. Laetrile is still 
being studied by the government and by 
cancer centers. It Is getting enough study 
that if there is even any tiny benefit 
from it that will be known. 


I think most people do not realize how 


much can be done for cancer today. 
Many cases can be, and are, cured. The 
likelihood that you can be cured is im- 
proved enormously if you go to a repu- 


table doctor and he detects the cancer 
early. Early detection and proper treat- 
ment can be sabotaged by "vitamin 
salespersons" peddling false cures for 
cancer. In this way they kill people for a 
fast buck. They are a menace to society 
as are'all the "quack" cure peddlers 
working outside the laws of your govern- 
ment.

Models of discipline

Discipline. That's the key to a crack 


marching unit like the Coronets of Ar- 
lington Heights. 


Discipline not to miss the thrice-weekly 


rehearsals, discipline to learn the drills, 
discipline not to give up even when the 
body Is ready to collapse from exhaus- 
tion after two hours of rigor In 90-dogree 
heat. 


Discipline In believing that nothing 


short of perfection Is good enough. Be- 
cause nothing short of perfection will im- 
press the judges, please the director, or 
satisfy the performer herself. 


Sixty-five girls from 13 to 21 years old, 


nil striving individually find together to 
achieve that perfect unity of crisp motion 
that will wow the crowds and win the 
trophy. 


"I THINK THEY like the discipline," 


muses their director Lynn Llndstrom, 
who commutes to Arlington Heights from 
Oshkosh, Wis., for practice sessions. 


As for Mrs. Lindstrom, a physical edu- 


cation teacher who has been directing 
the Coronets for some 10 years, it's an 
activity that "helps keep you young." 


Lynn's husband, George, also gets into 


the act by writing the drills the group 
uses. The individual units, which include 
the drill teams, flag line and rifle line, 
are trained separately by six instructors. 
Two are area residents: Bonnie Pcder- 
son of Arlington Heights, and Dave Davis 
of DCS Plaincs. Commanding officers 
are Kathy Dougherty, Nancy Gehrig and 
Karen Stephens of Arlington Heights. 


The girls themselves, some of whom 


have been in the Coronets for six years, 
come mainly from Arlington Heights, 
with a few from Rolling Meadows and 
Prospect Heights. The group used to be 
part of the Arlington High School drill 
team, when Mrs. Lindstrom was a teach- 
er there. But in 1955 it became an inde- 
pendent unit, supported by the Elks, 
American Legion, and VFW posts of Ar- 
lington Heights. 


BESIDES GENEROUS help from these 


organizations, Mrs. Lindstrom said, the 
girls spend the winter in money-making 
projects. What they earn helps them 
travel to parades, competitions and exhi- 
bitions in many states. They are booked 
every weekend for the entire summer. 


This summer they will be traveling to 


Lexington, Ky., for the Bluegrass Nation- 
als and to Ithaca, N.Y., to defend the 
Drum Corps International Championship 
which they won last year.

It looks hand 
w.uhable. but I remember that acetate 
isn't washable. Not being sure of the 
relationship of the two fibers, am hesitat- 
ing.

You're right to hesitate. Triacetate is 


chemically similar to acetate. However, 
because of certain processing 
diffe- 


rences, most garments made of loo per 
cent triacetate can be machine washed 
and dried. Pleated garments made of 
this same material can be automatically 
washed but should be laid flat for drying. 
Garments made of 100 per cent acetate 
usually require dry cleaning. There is a 
tag on my acetate dress that says it Is 
washable. However, I like it too much to 
take any chances and so have this par- 
ticular dress dry cleaned every time it 
show* soil.

No crop yet? Lots of gardeners are 


having trouble just keepig their plants 
growing. 
, *' 


Over at Prairie Park the other day, 


gardeners were lamenting the effect of 
too rainy a growing season on their vege- 
tables. 


Some bad been washed out and were 


nurturing replants, while others were 
nursing along stunted plants. 


I noticed the soil doesn't seem to be 


getting any better — it still looks hard 
and lumpy. Prairie Park looks as if it 
has been alternately drowned and baked 
this season. No fault of the gardeners 
there, but If I were working a plot there, 
I would have taken two weeks to work on 
improving the soil before I ever planted 
a seed. 


GOOD SOIL, good plants, they're 


worth the Investment in time. I'm all for 
working into the soil compost humus, 


well rotted cattle manure, bonemeal, 
dried blood and seaweed. 


A choice gardening idea Is to water to- 


mato plants with grass clipping water. 
Take an ample clutch of grass clippings, 
dump them into a bucket or rain barrel, 
let Ma Nature fill up the container with 
rain, and after the nutrients have 
leached out of the grass, strain the nutri- 
ent-rich water into a sprinkling can,'and 
apply at the base of the stems of plants. 
Do not wet the leaves. 


Another helpful tip Is to remember to 


stay out of the vegetable patch right af- 
ter a rain. Soil conditions make you a 
walking germ factory to your plants. 


Too many people over at Prairie (and 


probably in their own backyards too; are 
mulching with organic materials way too 
early — as early as.planting time. Put- 
ting grass clippings around very young

to established plants only — not to up- 
starts. I don't think those who are using 
mulch quite know why they are doing it 


If it is to smother weeds, they could 


have put Inorganic mulch (plastic) down 
at planting time. Plastic would have 
helped warm up the soil this spring and 
stimulate growth while 
discouraging 


weeds. Then, when the weather gets 
warm and the temperature hits 80 de- 
grees or higher, the plastic .should be 
lifted and replaced with organic mulch 
(grass clippings, leaves, straw — to 
which a little liquid fish emulsion or 
dried blood has been added to allow for 
possible temporary nitrogen loss — wet 
newspapers (Paddock, of course1), mush- 
rooms, manure, cocoa bean hulls, peanut 
shells, etc. 


These summer mulches keep the soil 


cool and hold in moisture. Generally, 
during a wet spring such as this past 
one, a good gardener doesn't mulch at all 
to avoid the possibility of rot. Rows 
should be planted wide enough to allow 
for the use of a hand cultivator down the 
rows to control weeds.

Always, the nation endures 


"When this nation was founded, 


there was a Holy Roman Emperor; 
Venice was a republic; France was 
ruled by a king; China by an em- 
peror; Japan by a shogun; Russia 
by a czar. Great Britain was a 
monarchy tempered by the barest 
beginnings of democracy. (Less 
than 2 per cent of the population 
enjoyed voting representation.) All 
those proud regimes — and scores 
of others — have passed into his- 
tory; and among the world powers, 
the only government that stands 
essentially unchanged is the Feder- 
al Union put together in the 1780s 
by 13 states on the East Coast of 
North America." 


"It will survive Watergate." 
Those words were written by 


John Gardner, chairman of Com- 
mon Cause and sent to us recently 
by U.S. Rep. John Erlenborn, 
R-Glen Ellyn. 


They serve as a timely reminder 


on this 198th anniversary of the 
signing of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence that, given the same 
spirit which inspired the cou- 
rageous men who wrote that dec- 
laration, this Republic shall en- 
dure. 


America shares with the world a 


host of economic problems. In ad- 
dition, she is burdened with a polit- 
ical scandal of unmatched propor- 
tions; one which has divided the 
nation severely and bitterly. 


But, as Erlenborn put it, "We 


will survive as a nation if Richard 
Nixon is impeached; we will sur- 
vive if he is not impeached." 


As devastating as the scandal 


emanating from the White House 
is, as critical as the economic 
problems are, the nation has sur- 
vived worse. 


The Civil War. The Great De- 


pression. World War. The Dust 
Bowl. Teapot Dome. The Ku Klux 
Klan. McCarthyism. Assassination. 


Each of these has left deep and 


lasting scars. But none has under- 
mined the basic structure of a 
great republic. 


It is the measure of the nation's 


greatness that none of the disasters 
which have afflicted it has altered 
for long the fundamental principles 
of freedom on which it was estab- 
lished. 


We have lived now for two years 


under a cloud of scandal hovering 
over the highest office in the most 
endurable of democracies. 


The process continues, slowly 


but inexorably, to bring about a 


resolution of that scandal. Hopeful- 
ly long before our next celebration 
of Independence Day, the tragedy 
of Watergate will have been re- 
solved. 


Whatever the resolution of the 


Watergate affair may be, the 
American people must again unite 
to heal the ills which have accom- 
panied it. 


When the decision is made on the 


' culpability of the President by our 


elected representatives, the people 
must abide by their ruling. 


Speaking as one who must share 


in that decision, Erlenborn de- 
clared, "Some citizens will be sad- 
dened and some gratified by our 
collective decision. Those in both 
groups must accept that decision in 
a mature manner. Then we will 
have reason to expect a, bright fu- 
ture for the United States of Amer- 
ica."

NEW YORK fUPI) - The In- 


flatlonary spiral and the approaching 
celebration of this country's bicen- 
tennial have put record prices on sig- 
natures of the men who signed the 
Declaration of Independence. 


"Like many other collectibles, the 


signatures have skyrocketed," said 
Charles Hamilton, an expert on auto- 
graphs. 


If by some rare stroke of fortune, 


you have signatures on various docu- 
ments of all 30 men who signed the 
Declaration, proclaimed July -I, 1776, 
they could bo worth anywhere from 
$23,000 to $73.000, "depending on 
quality," Hamilton said. 


"Any document with 1776 on it has 


added aura," ho said. 


The signature of Button Gwinnett 


of Georgia is extremely rare, "possi- 
bly unattainable," Hamilton said. 
But If "by some stroke of good luck 
It were found, I'd estimate it at 
$13,000 to $23,000." 


Gwinnett apparently didn't write 


many letters or other items requiring 
his signature. 


A letter from Robert Morris of 


Pennsylvania is far less valuable, 
"around $100, but If dated 1776 about 
$300," Hamilton said. 


The signature of Thomas Lynch Jr. 


of South Carolina is extremely rare. 
Also hard to find aro those of Lyman 
Hall of Georgia, Joseph Hewes and 


John Pcnn, both of North Carolina. 


George Washington did not sign the 


Declaration, although he was eli- 
gible. John Adams and Thomas Jef- 
ferson, later to be the second and 
third presidents, did.slgn. 


Hamilton, at 60, has been reserach- 


ing autographs since his childhood — 
"I wrote my first article on the sub- 
ject when I was 12," he said. His 
firm, based in New York, is In its 
25th year. 


He once wrote a poem about the D 


of I (as he calls it) signers: 


"Some collectors wonder why some 


signers chose an awkward time to 
die... 


"But Robert Morris on the other 
ever." 


hand, left lOUs throughout the 
land... 


"C. for Charles Carroll's work was 


never done. He lived to be 91, 
scribbling epistles by the ton..." 


John 
Hancock's 
"flourish was 


known to all, as common as pump- 
kins in the fall." 


It is Interesting to note that "Inde- 


pendence forever" were the last 
words of John Adams. He and 
Thomas Jefferson died on the same 
day, July 4,1826. 


In eulogy to the two, Daniel Web- 


ster said: "It is my living sentiment, 
and by the blessing of God it shall be 
my enduring sentiment — indepen- 
dence now and independence for- 


who served three terms as Speaker of 
the House. 


Powell began the habit of saving all 


tho major issues until last, so that he 
could bargain for or sneak through ques- 
tionable leglsjotlon with the threat of al- 
lowing such Incidentals as appropriations 
and tax laws lapse. The legislature then 
was under a mandatory adjournment 
date of June 30. That deadline no longer 
applies, but the practice lingers. 


Unfortunate though it Is, the pressure 


to get everything cleared up in a matter 
of days also demonstrates the remark- 
able ability of legislators to hack their 
way through complex issues once they 
put their mind to it. 


Seldom are the issues in the legislative 


proposals as complex as the legislatures 
make them out to be. Rather, it is a 
question of who can get what from 
whom. Once the political bargains arc 
struck, those complex issues become 
amazingly comprehensible to the people 
with the votes to decide them. 


Storing bills until the last minute also 


allows for the double shuffle between the 
House and the Senate of bills concerning 
such things as campaign disclosure, pe- 
nalties for political misfeasance, tax re- 
lief and other matters which tend to 
make Illinois politicians nervous. 


It is a neat game in which two 


statesmen, one in each house, propose, 
for instance, "The strongest campaign 
disclosure bill ever drafted." 


Rep. Bellow introduces his bill in the 


House. Sen Snort introduces his in the 
Senate. Bellow's colleagues hall him as 
the new Thomas Jefferson and pass his 
bill unanimously. Sen. Snort is praised 
by senators on both sides of the aisle as 
a man truly concerned with good gov- 
ernment. His bill is passed unanimously. 


But when Bellow's bill is presented to 


the Senate, Sen. Snort objects to a provi- 
sion that a candidate's mother-in-law 
must disclose her tax return. Good gov- 
ernment is fine, he proclaims, but this is 
an invasion of privacy. 


The Senate, bowing to Snort's expertise 


on good government, refuses to pass Bel- 
low's bill. 


Bellow meanwhile has discovered that 


Snort's bill requires only disclosures of 
contributions over $1,000, and that, he 
says, is a sham. At his urging, the bill is 
defeated in the House. 


Then all representatives and all the 


senators get copies of the legislative 
journals showing their vote in favor of a 
campaign disclosure bill, and go home to 
campaign on the platform that they 
voted for good government.

Dunne said, when he named the 17

c o u n t y government and Inter- 
governmental operations. All elected 
county officials have testified before 
the commission since the study be- 
gan. 


"These recommendations will be 


used for years to come," Carey, who 
was a Con-Con delegate, said. "A 
great many things will be recom- 
mended but I hcstltnte to start tick- 
ing them off until everything Is 
done." 


THE COUNTY -.MUST do some-

Legislature decides to take a 'cool-off week 


SPRINGFIELD (UPI) — Here is some 


of the action taken by the Illinois Gener- 
al Assembly Tuesday before Its abrupt 
adjournment for one week: 


UTA. Both houses passed a bill that 


will require that the Chicago-area Re- 
gional Transportation Authority spend 
within each of its six counties too per 
cent of the tux money raised there. 


The measure, sponsored by State Sen. 


John Nimrod, R-Skokle, also establishes 
a 2C-mcmbcr RTA council to advise the 
authority on operations, with n mem- 
bers appointed by the mayor of Chicago. 


Supporters of the RTA Indicated the 


change in the authority's operating struc- 
ture will not cripple the mass transit gi- 
ant. 


• Dimnitnto transit. A Downstatc 


mass-transit fund to aid financially trou- 
bled systems also went to the governor's 
desk. 


The bill would provide up to $4.7 mil- 


lion In grants to systems that run into 
red Ink In the coming year. It also would 
require, however, that the systems show 
n local tax effort. 


The bill provides a $3.2 million outright 


grant to the 131-Stnte Transit System in 
the East St. Louis area. 


• Higher education. The legislature 


sent to the governor the appropriations 
bills for the colleges governed by the 


Board of Regents and for Southern Illi- 
nois University. 


The measures include an 8 per cent 


pay raise for university employes — a 
bone of contention that had held up pas- 
sage of the bills. Walker asked for 5 per 
cent raises and has indicated he might 
veto the additional raise. 


The regents' bill totals $102 million and 


the SIU appropriation is for $107 million. 


• Ethics. The legislature approved a 


bill that would give a second chance to 
local-level candidates who failed to file 
ethics statements by the legal deadline of 
April 30. 


Without the bill, between 500 and 3,000 


local-level candidates for offices ranging 
from county boards to library boards 
might have been thrown out of primary 
ballot positions they won In the March 
primary. 


The bill would allow a "makeup" filing 


period between July Q and July 20. 


• Welfare. Tl:« state'* $1.52 billion wel- 


fare budget — second largest In the 
budget — went to Walker's desk with a 
10 per cent Increase in benefits Included 
in It. 


The appropriation is $20 million more 


than Walker wanted, primarily because 
of the Increase mandated for recipients. 


The raise In benefits, first In more 


than two years, would take effect Oct. 1 
if it Is signed Into law. 


Public schools in trouble: study

U.S. public schools are In serious fi- 


nancial trouble and require the federal 
government to more than triple its finan- 
cial support, the National Education As- 
sociation sold this week. 


In a report Issued at its 112th national 


convention, the l.s-million-momber NEA 
said that besides a shortage of funds 
there were "widening educational Inequi- 
ties" among states and "even greater in- 
equities among local school districts 
within a state." 


The report, "Financial Status of the 


Public Schools, 107-1," showed a range in 
expenditure per pupil from a high of 
S1.1I09 in New York State to a low of $715 
in Alabama. The national average was 
Sl.122. 


Regional differences in teachers' aver- 


age salaries ranged from a high of 
SKi.03.1 in Alaska to a low of $7,B34 in 
Mississippi. 


"CEKTAINI.Y. IF WE can find untold 


billions to finance the most unpopular 
and wasteful war (the Vietnam War) in 
the nation's history," said NEA execu- 
tive secretary Terry E. Herndon, "there 
must be a way to provide the required 
additional federal funds to pay for our 
most profitable and popular investment 
— the education of our children." 


Herndon called for a national outlay 


during the next few years of at least $20 
billion more than that is currently spent. 
He said the NEA's "formula for equal- 
izing educational opportunity" required 
the federal government to increase Its 
support from less than 8 per cent to "at 
least one-third of the schooling cost.'" 


Local property tax represents about SO 


per cent of total .school revenue and 
overrellancc on it is "responsible for the 
wide disparities in education resources 
between property-poor and property-rich 
school .systems within the same state," 
the NEA said.

ATLANTA — Don Wilson says they've 


got the Image all wrong. 


"Everybody thinks I'm a strikeout 


pitcher." says the big Houston Astros 
righthander. "A few big games and I'm 
stuck with a reputation I never intended 
to live up to." 


Don Wilson I* one of those pitchers who 


makes a big splash from lime to time, 
and then has his outstanding perform- 
ances come back to haunt him. 


There was that no-hlllcr he pitched 


against Atlanta back In 1907. tlx- IS- 
utrlkronl name he pitched against Cin- 
cinnati In 1008. and Ills second no-hlttcr. 
against Cincinnati, In IOC9. 


"Those were big thrills, at the time, 


but I wonder sometimes if things like 
that put you on the spat. 


"Take those strikeouts. When my fast 


ball Is really hopping as It docs once in 
awhile, I'll get IS, 10 strikeouts in a 
game. 


"But that's not really my style. I'm 


basically a control pitcher, working the 
corners and trying to Bet the batters to 
cut under or over the ball. 


"The renl strikeout pitcher Is the one 


who usually li«s mare strikeouts than In- 
nings pitched, who lops the 200 mark 
season aftrr season." 


Wilson then points out that the only 


time In eight major league seasons that 
be has accomplished those feats was in 


Milton 
Richman 


1969 when he had 225 strikeouts In 210 
innings. 


"Even that season was misleading," 


says the C-foot-3, 205-pound Louisiana na- 
tive. "Sure, there were some games 
where I had a lot of strikeouts. But there 
were a lot of others where I'd have only 
two or three." 


Don Wilson already had the reputation 


of "strikeout artist" when he first joined 
the Astros at age 21 at the tallcnd of the 
1966 season. 


He had that strikcout-an-lnning record 


during three minor league seasons, 
whiffing 400 in 386 Innings. 


"I was just a young kid then," sayg 


Wilson. "I used to think that all a pitcher 
had to do was haul back and fire the ball 
past the batters. But you soon learn that 
It takes more than that to survive In the 
majors." 


Wilson, who has a major league career 


record of 97-85, firmly believes that his 
mark would be a lot better If the Astros 
weren't based In the alr-conditloncd As- 
trodome. 


"I'm a warm weather pitcher," he

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Justice Douglas, the niiler 
A long-distance runner's courage 


by MA BEKKOW 


WASHINGTON - In Into Spring there 


was to have been a great affair in New 
York City with such world-famous rollers 
as Jim Rytin, Herb Elliott, Glenn Cun- 
ningham and Roger Bannister. They 
were invited to help commemorate the 
twentieth anniversary of Bannister's 
breaking the four-mlnute-mllo barrier. 


One mllcr no one though to invite was 


Bill Douglas. 


There was some rationale behind this. 


First, most people are unaware that Bill 
Douglas ever ran a mile race. Second, 
•those few — if that many — who did 
know, were apprised that Douglas's 
r e c o r d for Yaklma (Wash.) High 
School's track team in 1913 and 1014 was 
less than spectacular. He never finished 
better than third and, as he says today, 
"my own five-minute time was to me the 
outer limit of endurance." 


Yet the mile event was, In Its way, as 


Important to Dill Douglas as It was to 
any of Ihwe racing legends. 


As a child Douglas contracted Infantile 


paralysis. There was a question as to 
whether he would ever walk. He did, but 
even in high school his legs were stem- 
thin and slightly crippled. He felt strong 
enough, though, to try out for track. Ho 
chose the mile as his specialty. The af- 
ter-effects of polio still caused him to 
retch and vomit from strenuous exercise, 
and only after awhile did he begin to fin- 
ish races. 


"In many ways," United Stales Su- 


premo Court Justice William 0. Douglas 
said recently, "that track experience in 
high school deeply Influenced my life." 


He Is now 75 and has served as a jus- 


tice for 35 years, longer than anyone in 
the Court's history. Ho works at his 
crowded desk in the Supreme Court 
building in gray suit and tic. Light eye- 
lashes and sandy-gray hair with -cowlick 
give him an almost boyish appearance. 
He looks fit. 


Justice Douglas doesn't run anymore. 


But he docs still hike and climb moun- 
tains and maintains an Independence of 
thought and action demonstrated by 
Court decisions which, on occasion, come 
out 8 to 1, the lone dissenter being he. 


"What I liked about track was that you 


were on your own, that you had to de- 
pend on yourself, on your own guts and 
determination and training and desire," 
Justice Douglas said. "You could find out 
how good you arc, and then do what was 
needed to get better. 


"Mine was more the pedestrian variety 


of running. And when I look back on my 
running days I sec myself as a failure of 
a certain kind. I never won a race. But I 
did improve. My sense of failure came in 
that I didn't do the best I could have. I 
thought that thcro was a barrier, and I 
thought mine was five minutes for the 
mile. 


"Several years after I left high school, 


I remember being amazed when Paavo 
Nurmi broke 4:11. Then Roger Bannister 
in 1054 broke the four-minute barrier and 
I thought that was incredible. When in 
1062 Peter Sncll ran it in 3:54.5 I was 
dumbfounded. And when in 1067 Jim 
Ryun lowered the outdoor mile to 3.51.1, 
I gave up wondering. 


"I realized that we don't know what 


our limitations arc. There really Is no 
barrier except that which you make for

"It was Nurmi who first made me un- 


derstand this. When he broke the world 
record, he became my great hero." 


When in 1955 Douglas was in Helsinki, 


Finland, Nurmi's hometown, tho Justice 
spent a full day looking for his hero. "I 
missed him and I was sorry. I wanted to 
tell him how much I admired him, and 
that he was the fastest thing on two legs. 


"He stood for excellence," Douglas 


continued. "You know I've learned that 
everyone has a capacity to be excellent 
at something — whether it's needlepoint 
or high jumping or anything else. 


"Since Nurmi, I've never climbed a 


mountain or hiked a trail without think- 
ing that it's possible to go farther and 
higher with proper breathing, exercise, 
diet, and attitude — things I wish I had 
known when I was running track." 


In 1919. at age SO, Justice Douglas fell 


in a freak horseback-riding accident, and 
lost the use of his right lung. He had to 
learn to breathe from his diaphragm, 
and he had to get along with one lung. 
Doctors told him that his mountain 
climbing days were over. He refused to 
believe them. Two years later he decided 
to try to climb and cross the Himalayas. 


"I had never before been under such 


all-out physical tension," said Justice 
Douglas. "The air got thinner and thin- 
ner every day. For ten straight days I 


was higher than 15,000 feet above sea 
level. I weathered it. The doctors were 
acting from a purely theoretical stand- 
point. They have a tendency to pamper 
and to play it safe — to keep a guy on a 
short leash. 


"But I reaffirmed for myself the faith 


that the resolution of man's desire is 
nearly as important as his muscles. 


"For all our scientific knowhow," he 


went on, "we still don't know too much 
about matter and energy. When a lot of 
us reach a certain age, we are persuaded 
that we virtually have to cease physical 
activity. 


"And we begin to fear too much for 


our health. Too many of us start living 
vicariously through things like sports on 
television. From my outdoors activities 
I've found that given time and patience 
the body can make great and profound 
adjustments if one chooses to live to the 
full. When we rid ourselves of fear we 
arc free to live boldly. 


"I can still hike with tho best of 'em, 


but not at their speed. Once I could hike 
five miles an hour. Now, I don't know. 
Maybe I can hike three to four miles an 
hour. But whatever the day's journey is 
— whether it's getting to a campsite or 
getting to the top of a mountain and get- 
ting off — I can still make it in before 
dark."

Indy 500 champ Rutherford 
Arlington Park entries

The first question I ever put to Johnny 


Rutherford, he nnsnorcd 'Vrroooom, 
vrroooom, vrroooom." 


The answer was so utartllng that now, 


nine years later, I can't even remember 
tho question. 


It was all tho more disconcerting be- 


cause this was my first assignment as a 
cub sports reporter far the Minneapolis 
Tribune. And on this lito August day In 
1965. In the Infield at the Minnesota State 
Fair grounds, I was attempting to con- 
duct my first Interview. 


I asked Mr. Rutherford — this was be- 


fore I knew (ports reporter* ought to be 
on first name bases with (heir subjects 
— another question. 


"Vrroooom, vrroooom, vrroooom," he 


reiterated. 


I was getting worried Either ho didn't 


speak English or I didn't speak racing. 
Language, In fact, was one reason I was 
Interviewing Rutherford. I needed an ad- 
vance story for tho upcoming big race, 
and the two favorites, Rutherford and 
M a r i o Andrcttl, were the obvious 
choices. I eliminated Andrcttl after he 
rather eliminated me. I spoke to him In 
the Infield briefly. He spoke very briefly 
back. Perhaps ho was shy with English, 
hating grown up in Italy, or maybe he 
was surly, since he was not given to 
smiles. I tried Rutherford next. He 
smiled. 


By nou, however. I was beginning to 


lose my equilibrium. First, there were 
Rutherford's weird replies, and, second, 
the Incredible din of tie autos racing 
around the oval. 


I drclilrd to try one more question, 


lltcn quit the newspaper business. This 


time, as In a dream, Rutherford spoke 
clearly and In a language I recognised. 
Not a tingle vrroooom. And It hit me 
why. For this one shining moment, the 
track was uniquely illcnt. I realized that 
the vrroooom was not Rutherford's verb, 
but belonged Instead to the limited vo- 
cabulary of cars. 


All this came back to me when Ruther- 


ford make tho headlines with his victory 
in the Indianapolis 500. His win for mo 
was a kind of sentimental journey. We go 
back a long way together, though I'm 
certain he doesn't know It. And though I 
barely follow racing because I consider It 
a sport like jumping out of windows Is a 
sport, I have followed Johnny Ruther- 
ford. 


And I've been rooting for him. First, 


because he was courteous and helpful to 
a callow cub who knew nothing about 
racing — I may have been the only man 
covering an auto race who didn't know 
how to fix a flat tire. 


Second, I've been rooting for Ruther- 


ford because In some macabre way, I 
admired his professionalism. 


The year before our Interview, Ruther- 


ford was almost killed at Indy. He 
crashed Into Eddie Sachs' car on the sec- 
ond lap. Sachs and another driver were 
killed. Rutherford suffered minor burns. 
He wanted to continue but his auto was 
too badly damaged. A few days after the 
disaster he took a practice spin around 
the Indianapolis track. 


Wo talked about this on that Minnesota 


Slate Fairgrounds Infield. He was begin- 
ning to speak in vrrooooms again, so I 
virtually Inserted my car Into his mouth. 
He didn't mind this, 'though he did 
request I take my posed pencil out of his 
nose. 


"When I went by the scene I got cold 


chills," he said, recalling that practice 
run. "But I felt no fear before or after 
about racing. If I did I'd quit. 


"Sure, you feel bad when something 


like that happens, but it's kind of like 
being In a war — you keep on going." Ho 
shrugged his shoulders. 


Rutherford went on to explain his tech- 


nique for avoiding crashes. He follows 
what he calls Ills "Daytotm rulc.of. 
thumb." "At the Dnylonn Beach Speed- 
way In Florida," he said, "they've got a 
saying that. If there's a crackup ahead of 
jou, go fitrnlKlit for It because It'll prob- 
ably have moved up or down by the time 
you get there." 


Tho following year I was horrified to 


see a picture on the wire of Rutherford's 
car making a spectacular flip over the 
wall at an Ohio race track. Ho only 
broke both his arms in that one. Two 
years later he was seriously burned in a 
crash at Phoenix. 


I wondered if he wasn't following his 


Daytona rulo-of-.humb. I thought, too, 
that he ought to think of something more 
safely sedentary. 


"When you're hurt so badly and you 


sec so many others killed," he said later, 
"there is some thought of quitting rac- 
ing. But I tell myself, 'What the hell else 
would I do?' " 


What he did was win the Indy 500, tho 


greatest accomplishment in his profes- 
sion. 


I was happy to hear of his triumph, but 


not nearly so ecstatic as the moment I 
discovered that Rutherford's vocabulary 
possessed more than just the verb 
vrroooom.

Probably there'll never be any agree- 


ment between people who think (hat buy- 
Ing n brand-now house Is the smart thing 
to do versus those who believe that an 
older house Is a better choice. 


The new homo champions say that a 


new house has more up-to-dato design 
ami conveniences, is loss apt to have 
maintenance problems because It's new, 
nnd can bo finished off and landscaped 
the way you like It, rather than the way 
the previous owner preferred It. 


Against this, the older home propo- 


nents say that the older home may have 
features that newer homes can't dupli- 
cate at today's prices, such as multiple 
fireplaces, abundant wood paneling and 
trim, large hlgh-ccillnged rooms and 
bedroom suites. 


Also, the landscaping Is complete nnd 


mature. And the owners of these older 
homes may have put in many improve- 
ments, Mich as basement recreation 
rooms, wine cellars, large patios or ter- 
races ami extra lighting. 


Finally, with an older home, the neigh- 


borhood is established, you kiicn- who the 
people arc, schools arc built anil chances 
arc the taxes won't go up as fast as they 
will In a new area. 


All of these factors can make an older 


home a good buy. But there's no deny- 
ing that an older home,-no matter how 
well built, may have some problems as- 
sociated with age. For that reason, Real- 
tors will advise sellers to put their house 
In first-class condition before putting it 
on the market. 


"The buyer of such a house stands a 


better chance of getting a S9und older 
home If he buys with a Realtor's aid," 
advises Robert G. .Walters, vice presi- 
dent of Baird & Warner, Inc. and general 
manager of the company's residential 
sales division. 


Over the years as sellers of residential 


properties, Baird & Warner has devel- 
oped a checklist to guide prospective 
buyers of older homes. The list also 
points to things a seller should attend to. 
Here's what the company suggests: 


1. Carefully examine the exterior of 


any house you're thinking of buying. If

2. Check for leakytvfaucets,( cracked 


walls and woodwork, loose doors, knobs, 
sticky windows and warped doors. Any 
and all of these defects will have to be 
repaired once the prospect purchases the 
house. If these defects are present, they 
should affect the purchase price. 


3. Is the heating plant in good condi- 


tion or will it have to be replaced? Will it 
accommodate alr-coridltioning? 


4. Is the water heater adequate for 


your needs? A couple with several grow- 
ing children will need a larger water 


bsater than an older couple living alone. 


5. Is there a complete set of screens 


for doors and windows? Storm doors and 
windows? 


6. If the house has a basement, Is 


there any evidence of water seepage? 


7. Are there connections for an auto- 


matic washing machine and dryer? 


8. The kitchen today has become one 


of the most important rooms in the 
house. Check to see If it is well laid out 
and convenient to work in. Are the count- 
er tops and floors in good condition? Will 
they have to be replaced? Is the cabinet 
space adequate? For casual meals, is 
there room for a dining table and chairs? 


0. Equally Important are the bath- 


rooms. Home buyers should check the 
condition of the tiling around the tub and 


shower areas as well as around the va- 
nity. If the grouting is not in good condi- 
tion, it may indicate water leakage that 
could lead to damaged walls and ceil- 
ings. 
10. Is there adequate closet space in 
each bedroom? This is especially impor- 
tant to a growing family.

12. Is the wiring adequate? Frequently 
in older homes, unless the wiring has 
been completely replaced, the electrical 
system cannot accommodate the myriad 
of appliances in daily use In contempo- 
rary living.

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Shop around for analyses of SS benefits, says adviser 


Suddenly, tho future is here. You're ap- 


proaching retirement ago and you're 
ready to apply for your Social Security 
benefits. 


All you have to do la to apply to your 


closest Social Security office, get the 
computer to calculate what your Social 
Security annuity Is going to pay for the 
rest of your life, and then wait for your 
checks to begin rolling in. Right? 


No, not always. It's possible that some- 


one in the Social Security Administration 
may be misinterpreting the law as it ap- 
plies to your case, and you could bo 
shortchanged for the rest of your life. To 
be on the safe side, shop around for tho 
best Social Security benefits available to 
you. 


That's the advice of Penny Scott, fami- 


ly financial adviser for Oak Park Feder- 
al Savings & Loan Association, one of the 
Chicago area's leading financial in- 
stitutions. 


Is it really possible to receive diverse 


opinions from different Social Security 
offices on the amount of your benefits, or 
on whether you're eligible because of dis- 
ability, or on any one of a host of prob- 
lems that may apply in your case? 


"When you take into consideration all 


that's involved In this huge bureau- 
cracy," Miss Scott asserts, "there's 
more than a possibility that two or more 
Social Security representatives will come 
up with two or more opinions on ques- 
tions of judgment and you'll have nothing 
to IMC but your time If you shop around 
at two or more Social Security offices to 
determine that you're getting everything 
that's coming to you under tho law." 


Miss Scott hastens to explain that she 


isn't criticizing the Social Security Ad- 
ministration, but she asks: "What else 
can you expect from a government agen- 
cy that is so big and widespread that it 
las more than 800 district and branch 
offices, plus neighborhood service cen- 
ters In some large cities, and upwards of 
3 ooo Social Security representatives who 
visit smaller towns periodically to advise 
individuals on their rights? 


"Although all cases arc administered 


with good intentions," she adds, "It's 
highly unlikely that all individuals are 
being advised equitably on their rights 
because of the complexities Involved in 
the many laws, amendments, regu- 
lations, interpretations and court rulings 
— all administered by a myriad of feder- 
al, state and private bureaus, agencies 
and offices." 


Adding to the confusion, says Oak 


Park Federal Savings' adviser, arc a 
perplexing K>> sets of manuals and nearly 
in.ooo separate forms with which Social 
Security personnel arc supposed to be on 
at least close to familiar terms. 


"Even conceding that these people do 


know their business thoroughly," Miss 
Scott declares, "there's a good chance 
that you won't be getting a fair shake 
because many cases arc based on the 
judgment of an individual Social Security 
official, and differences of opinion can 
cost you money." 


To help you understand your Social Se- 


curity rights, she offers these additional 
tips: 


• Although every worker with Social

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Security credits becomes entitled to 
benefits at ago 62 or later, the benefits 
will not be payable until he applies for 
them. They are not automatic, and large 
sums arc lost by retirees every year 
through delay In applying. 


• While you are still working, check on 


your Social Security account at least 
once very three years, after July 1 when 
tho previous year's earnings have been 
entered In your account. If mistakes 
have been made, now Is the time to rec- 
tify them. 


Write to the Social Security Adminis- 


tration, Baltimore, Maryland. Give your 


name, address, Social Security number, 
date of birth and signature. You will re- 
ceive a computerized write-out of total 
earnings credited to your account since 
you started working. With this informa- 
tion and the aid of formulas in a Social 
Security booklet (which you can request 
at tho same time), you can estimate the 
benefits payable. 


• When you have set your retirement 


date, file an application for benefits in 
tho third month prior to that date (10 to 
12 weeks ahead). 


"File your application in at least two 


Social Security offices, if possible," Miss 


Scott suggests. "This is when you shop 
for your benefits, asking for personal in- 
terviews so that you can thoroughly dis- 
cuss your case with the representatives." 


• If you're filing for disability bene- 


fits, and if your claim is rejected, you 
have the right to appeal. You may even 
consider hiring a lawyer if you know that 
your doctor will back you up with com- 
plete medical evidence of your disability. 
Y« also have the same right to appeal if 
you get an unfavorable decision affecting 
the amount of your benefits. 


• When you file your claim, be pre- 


pared to submit the following informa- 


tion: 


1. Proof of age, documented in your 


birth certificate, marriage certificate, 
children's birth certificates, or scholas- 
tic, military or employment papers. 


2. W-2 forms (from your employer) for 


tho previous year, or If self-employed, 
that year's income tax return and evi- 
dence that the tax has been paid. 


3. Information on the current year's 


earnings to date. And if you are between 
62 and 72, whether you had earnings in 
any of the post 12 months. 


• As a citizen of the United States, 


your Social Security benefits will be pay- 


able to you In any part of the world 
where you choose to live. Aliens living 
abroad may enjoy similar rights under 
treaties with certain countries if they 
have lived to the United States for ten 
years or have worked under Social Se- 
curity for ten years. 


"The most Important thing to remem- 


ber about Social Security benefits," Miss 
Scott concludes, "is that you're entitled 
to every penny you get because you and 
your employer have been paying toward 
this end for many years, much the same 
as If you had been paying on an annuity 
policy to a private insurance company."

Realtor president likes housing bill 


Joseph B. Doherty, president of the 


National Association of Realtors, ap- 
plauded the passage by the U.S. House of 
Representatives 
of a comprehensive 


housing and community development 
bill. 


President 
Doherty 
especially wel- 


comed the bill's provisions In the mort- 
gage credit area. 


"With mortgage Interest rates at or 


above 9.5 per cent in many areas and 
loans difficult to obraln, such a measure 
would be a breath of fresh air for thou- 
sands forced to the sidelines in their 
search for a home of their own," he said. 


The bill Includes mortgage credit pro- 


visions which would: 


• Increase HFA mortgage- maxlmums 
from $33,000 to $45,000 and lower down- 
payment requirements. 


• Increase mortgage amounts and op- 


erating flexibility for the secondary 
mortgage market activities of the Feder- 
al National Mortgage Association (Fan- 
nie Mae) and the Federal Home Loan 
Mortgage Corporation (Freddie Mac). 


• Increase real estate lending powers 


of national banks. 
• • Increase mortgage maximums for 
savings and loan associations from 
$45,000 to $55,000. It also would give sav- 
ings and loans greater flexibility hi mak- 
ing a limited number of loans above that 
amount. 


"While our support has centered on the 


emergency mortgage credit provisions, 
we also support important sections in the 
community development area," Doherty 
said. 


In particular, Doherty cited the new 


program of block grants for community 
development projects, "which would cut 
red tape and increase local autonomy." 


"Though the bill is not flawless, in our 


view, we are happy with its passage," 
Doherty said. "We are particularly 
pleased that It passed by such a wide 
margin (351-25). It reflects concerns our 


representatives have for problems facing 
the public In their quest for property 
ownership." 


House and Senate versions of housing 


measures now must be reconciled in a 
H o u s e-Senale conference committee, 
which is expected to begin meeting next 
month. Leaders in both houses have ex- 
pressed determination to send a Iwusing 
bill to President Nixon this year. 


President Doherty noted that reconci- 


liation of the House-Senate versions 
would mean passage by Congress of the 
most comprehensive housing bill since 
1968. 


Contractors Association 
undergoing dismal year 


Realtor returns from Spain trip 


Inflation, shortages and high interest 


rates arc taking their toll on contractors 
and more than 440 firms failed through- 
out the nation during the first quarter of 
1974, 40 per cent more than in the first 
three months of 1973. 


Liabilities of the failing firms climbed 


to over $130 million, more than double as 
compared with one year ago. Hardest 
hit, according to Dun & Bradstrcet, are 
highway and heavy construction con- 
tractors, their failure rate increasing 82 
per cent. In Illinois, more than 30 con- 
tracting firms have disappeared from as- 
sociation rosters in recent years. 


Illinois highway contractors have in- 


curred losses of more than $17 million 
since December, and a number of them 
will be financially strained to stay in 
business another year. The image of the 
well-to-do contractor is fading fast, as 
skyrocketing material and labor costs 
make it virtually impossible to prepare a 
sound bid. In the May, 1974 letting of the 
Illinois Division of Highways, for ex- 
ample, 57 of the jobs had only one bid- 
der, nine had no bids — for an average 
of 1.5 bids on each of the 112 jobs adver- 
tised. This record is by far the worst in 
years, according to government and in- 
dustry officials and Is bound to affect the 
extremely short outdoor construction 
season, already affected by unusually 
bad weather and an extended labor dis- 
pute.

Recent, rapid and unpredictable cost 


increases in petroleum derived products 
and other materials have had a tre- 
mendous effect on contractors' cash flow 
and on their ability to meet interest and 
loan obligations and bankers are taking a 
hard look at financing road contractors 
because of the inherent risk involved. 
Frederick R. Hanson, vice president of 
the First National Bank of Chicago, ex- 
pressed his opinion last week by saying, 
"I believe a contractor takes enough 
risks with the weather and labor and 
shouldn't have to be concerned about the 
risk of losing money on a project due to 
the materials required for the job." 


Ronald W. Fuermann of the Fidelity 


and Deposit Co. and a construction bond- 
Ing specialist said, "In 41 years in the 
bonding business, I have never seen the 
construction industry in such a chaotic 
condition." He added that "with inflation 
and, unknown factors, plus high labor 
costs, it is most difficult for a contractor 
to determine an adequate bid." 


The construction business is the second 


largest industry in Illinois and an extend- 
ed standstill or continuing slowdown 
would result in the loss of thousands of 
jobs and would cause economic chaos 
with the state, according to Paul A. 
Lambrecht, president of the Associated 
General Contractors of Illinois. 


Eunice Lowcry, manager of Gladstone 


Realtors' Elk Grove Village office, has 
returned from an eight-day trip to Spain, 
arranged by the Northwest Suburban 
Board of Realtors. 


The trip included some 250 realtors and 


their spouses from the northwest area 
and took them through towns along the 
Costa del Sol and into Tangicrs, Morocco 
by hydrofoil (a boat that travels over 
water by air). 


Mrs. Lowery explained that construc- 


tion in Spain is healthy, although financ- 
ing is more difficult than in the United 
States. Instead of the conventional 20 or 
30 year mortgages Americans are accus- 
tomed to, Spaniards only finance for 
three to five years. Most of them rent, 
since down payments are very high and 
the economy is lower.

Integration of the suburbs, to low and 


moderate Income families, Is a necessity, 
for the sake of the deteriorating, over- 
crowded Inner city and for the rights of 
the Individual to reside where he wishes. 
I feel there Is enough evidence to war- 
rant such action. That Is, during the past 
(he years and in the future, Industry has 
chosen to move from the city to the out- 
lying suburban areas, due to spatial and 
economic reasons. The Irony of this lies 
In the fact that the respective workers 
arc prohibited from doing likewise, be- 
cause of the shortage of adequate hous- 
ing geared to their Income. Reverse com- 
muting, has likewise, never been ade- 
quately Implemented. 


I can only feel that there has been a 


concerted effort on the part of the village 
administrators and its pseudo-liberal 
residents to block all efforts to adopt a 
low and moderate income housing code. 
Their justification for such Inaction is to 
be found in the zoning ordinances. Un- 
suitable zoning ordinances per se have 
consistently been used throughout the 
United States to exclude low and moder- 
ate Income housing in suburban areas. 
These ordinances arc more properly 
called "exclusionary zoning ordinances." 
They were successfully used, with the 
additional backing of our racist middle 
and upper-class residents, to block and 
temporarily dismiss the proposed Via- 
torian project.

ter applauding the defeat of ERA, I won- 
der what "rights" she's hoping to hand 
down to her daughters.Are they the "pro- 
tective" labor laws that have restricted 
women from the same overtime income 
as men and the right to choose their 
jobs? If these were truly protective laws, 
they should also apply to men. 


Do they include the restriction of wives 


in some states from establishing busi- 
nesses and entering into contracts; also 
the right to be refused credit by banks, 
credit card companies and retail stores 
(particularly if you're divorced or wid- 
owed)? Will her daughters thank you for 
being discriminated against in school ad- 
missions, sports facilities and programs 
and vocational training opportunities? If 
they choose to teach; will they welcome 
bias in hiring, salaries and especially 
promotions? 


Having worked in both education and 


business, I am well aware of many ineq- 
uities in our system — not favoring wom- 
en. I talked to many women who were 
treated unfairly, but who felt they could 
do nothing about it. It was especially un- 
fair to those women who had to solely 
support or help support the basic needs 
of their families. Businesses have taken 
advantage of cheaper female labor, but 
time is catching up with them. 


Mrs. Daley says the news media does 


not have facts on ERA. The facts have 
been published repeatedly, and if anyone 
really studied them, the fairness of ERA 


would be apparent. But proponents of the 
amendment have been faced with age-old 
emotional prejudice; fear of change, like 
the past fears of racial integration, the 
fear of a Catholic president, etc. Facts 
just don't cut it in the face of emotional 
fear. 


However, I don't doubt that despite 


tills recent defeat, it is inevitable that 
women attain equality of rights under 
the law in the near future. And I am 
grateful, for my daughter's sake.

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FDA report dispells vitamin myths 


The $300,000,000 a year that Americans 


spend on vitamin supplements might bet- 
tor be spent on more nutritious foods. 
Even though vitamin sales are at a 
record high In today's health conscious 
society, the simplest, surest way to good 
nutrition Is still the selection of foods 
from each of four groups — milk, meat, 
vegetable/fruit and broad/cereal. 


A new fact sheet from the Food and 


Drug Administration (FDA) discusses 
widespread vitamin beliefs that may be 
responsible for the growing popularity of 
food supplements. According to the fart 


sheet, Myths About Vitamins, In the mar- 
keting of dietary supplements, many arc 
promoted as an "Insurance" policy to 
guarantee good health. The implication 
of this type of advertising has contrib- 
uted to the myth that even a balanced 
diet can't provide adequate nutrients. 


This myth has its foundation In another 


myth which Is that modern farming 
methods have depleted the soil so the 
food itself is not nutritious. But, accord- 
ing to the fact sheet, more is done today 
through modern form practices to pro- 
tect and enrich the soil than was even

once you become skilled, turning out ten- 
der and golden products In rapid succes- 
sion is not difficult and Toni is that kind 
of artist. 


An omelet pan. rounded in shape and 


fitted with a long handle, is best for 
cooking but if you don't have one use a 
non-sticking skillet with a rounded rim. 
For individual serving* at lunch or 
brunch make three-egg individual ome- 
lets in a nine-Inch cooking utensil. 


BREAK THE eggs Into a bowl, add ('4 


teaspoon salt, a few dashes of pepper 
and 3 teaspoons of water (or half water, 
half milk).

keep omelet from sticking. It should 
brown only lightly and is done when the 
egg no longer runs but the top still looks 
creamy. If you're to use filling, this Is 
the time to add it. 


Now toko the spatula and fold omelet 


over 1/3 of the way, then slide omelet to 
one side of the pan and as it begins to 
leave the skillet flick your wrist so that 
the folded part falls neatly over the ex- 
tended edge. This takes some practice 
and you can fold the omelet over halfway 
and lift onto a hot plate with a pancake 
turner. 


For a cheese omelet add 2 tablespons

For ham and cheese ome- 
let, use 1 tablespoon chopped and heated 
ham and 1 tablespoon shredded chcddar.

Readers were asked how they felt 


about food and what they knew about It. 
Turns out they know a lot but would like 
to know more. Ninety five per cent want 
all food products to bo labeled for nutri- 
tional content. Ninety six per cent said 
they would like to see the law changed to 
require ingredient lists on all packaged 
goods. 


Most of the women showed great con- 


cern for and knowledge about nutrition. 
Relatively few are vitamin users, but 
two-thirds of those with children under 
six years old said they give their chil- 
dren vitamins dally. 


Nearly six out of ten said they had 


changed their buying habits and meals 
because of all the talk and publicity 
about nutrition. 


Very few do any real advance planning 


of menus or meals. More than half said 
they buy a variety of foods once or twice 
weekly and plan each day's meals as 
they come along. An additional 17 per 
cent said they planned their main dishes 
as much as a week In advance, but left 
the choice of vegetables and other foods 
for the last minute. 


Sugar for energy 


Food faddists misinform consumers 


when they promote a theory that refining 
robs sugar of valuable nutrients, says the 
Sugar Association. 


The trade organization said sugar is a 


carbohydrate and a nutrient that sup- 
plies energy, but it contains little or no 
nutrients. 


Refining does not change sugar's nutri- 


ent value, the association added. Some 
brown sugars contain slight traces of 
iron, calcium and vitamin B due to their 
molasses content. But tho amounts are 
minimal and are not considered contri- 
butions to daily needs for these nutrients.

THE MAJORITY said they purposely 


cook extra meat, fish or poultry so they 
will have leftovers. The leftovers go 
mostly Into new main dishes or sand- 
wiches. 


One big surprise: most of the women 


who are cither single or who cook their 
evening meal alone make it a full meal 
rather than a snack or a sandwich. 


Another surprise: 83 per cent said all 


family members cat dinner, their main 
meal, together almost every day. Busi- 
ness was given as the main reason for 
the family not eating together daily. 


Still another surprise: nearly nine out 


of ten of tho women with children said 
their children always cat breakfast. A 
typical weekday breakfast consists of 
juice, coffee, toast, muffins or roll for 
the adults, plus rcady-to-cat cereal with 
milk for the children. 


There Is at least one exception to this 


rule. A reader in Roxboro, N.C., wrote: 


"OUR 
BREAKFASTS arc usually 


sandwiches, soup, leftover casseroles, 
hot dogs, gravy over rice or potatoes or 
some such menu. 


"Our favorite is bacon, lettuce and to- 


mato sandwich, followed by a number 
two spot of tuna and lettuce on toast for 
me and a banana sandwich for my hus- 
band. 


"We love the arrangement; oddly 


enough, we both grew up on this type of 
diet." 


If these survey results differ from tho 


national average, it is not so surprising. 
The average composite woman Is based 
on a random sample of 4,000 chosen from 
the 85,000 who answered a 127-question 
quiz. She Is 30.7 years old, married, with 
1.8 children and a family income of 
$13,574. In half the cases, she also is a 
working wife.

Vegetarian diets 


A vegetarian diet can be adequate nu- 


tritionally if it Includes a variety of plant 
foods and certain nutrients, says the Na- 
tional Research Council's committee on 
nutritional misinformation. 


In a four-page report, the committee 


said judicious mixing of lower-quality 
plant protein foods can provide about the 
same nutritional value as high-quality 
animal protein foods. 


Milk and eggs should be added, espe- 


cially for preschool children, to provide 
enough calcium, iron, riboflavin and 
vitamin B12. The committee also said 
fortified soybean milk or a vitamin B12 
supplement is necessary for total vegeta- 
rians.

The authors point out that green soy- 


beans are not sold on the market and, 
therefore, must be grown In home gar- 
dens. Several edible soybean. varieties 
are available from seed companies. 


Green soybeans may be served hot as 


a vegetable, like peas or corn. Because 
they are bright green and firm, soybeans 
provide color and texture in salads and 
combine well with other vegetables and 
meat or fish. 


Eleven special recipes for dry soy- 


beans have been included. The collection 
includes recipes for Boston baked soy- 
beans, soybean chili and stuffed peppers. 


Soy flour can be used to replace part of 


the wheat flour in bread, rolls, cakes and 
cookies, according to the authors. Be- 
cause soy flour differs from wheat flour, 
in composition, it cannot be substituted 
for all of the flour in a recipe. When 
adapting one of your own recipes to in- 
clude soy flour, the food researchers sug- 
gest that you begin by substituting the 
soy flour for one-fourth of the total 
amount of flour needed.

The radish should be ten- 
der, crisp, and have a reasonably mild 
flavor. If tops arc attached, they should 
be fresh, bright, and green. Avoid very 
large or spongy radishes. They arc likely 
to have pitchy centers. This can be de- 
tected by a slight squeeze. Dark, dis- 
colored spots indicate the radish is de- 
caying or aging. Yellow or decayed tops 
arc signs of overage, but not always an 
indication of poor quality. 


Besides being an excellent snack for 


dieters, radishes make a colorful garnish 
or salad Ingredient. And radishes enjoy 
many other uses. Today, Egyptians culti- 
vate radishes for the purpssc of eating 
only tho leaves. In India, a variety of 
radishes is grown for Its fleshy edible 
seed pods, which roach a length of a to 12 
Inches. In the Orient, radishes arc grown 
as stock feed and as a winter vegetable 
that can bo cosily stored. The Chinese 
grow radishes for the oil In Its seeds. 
They also pickle radishes In much the 
same way wo pickle cucumbers. 


Radishes are available year round with 


peak supplies available from May 
through July. 


scach for new foods. 


"An animal of the type known ns a 


"prime beef heifer" was located in a 
Buenos Aires zoo.

were fed as the major source of protein 
for one month to 20 volunteer human 
subjects randomly selected by an IBM 
computer . . . Fifteen of the 20 test sub- 
jects experienced varying degrees of dif- 
ficulty In consuming the first few meals . 
. . but after one ucck, all .subjects were 
eating the imitation soyburgcrs as a ma- 
jor source of protein." But our professor 
says that, although beef muscle protein 
"is apparently as effective ns soy pro- 
tein," several groups demand that such 
experimentation be halted "as wasteful 
and dangerous."

feration of the nearly extinct species beef 
will harm the atmosphere, causing sul- 
phurous Inversion layers over our cities.

One pound roast serves four easily 


Budget dish with Oriental flavor 


Some like beef sliced thick while others 


like It Utin. The Orientals from their fa- 
mous globe-spreading recipes such as 
Taiwan Barbecue like their beef sliced 
almost paper thin for quick cooking and 
easy enting with chopsticks. 


Here arc some secrets to the success 


of this recipe only the cook needs to 
know. To simplify the preparation, the 
whole bcof roast should be frozen and 
then tempered overnight in the refrig- 
erator. The meat can then be sliced very 
thin (1/16 inch) with a meat cleaver, a 
French knife or a meat sllcer. If the 
roast cannot be frozen in advance, it 
should be placed in the freezer for at 
least an hour or two before slicing. 


Eye of Round Is a good cut to use for 


the Taiwan Barbecue as it Is lean and 
boneless. A 1 pound boneless roast will 
yield about 75 slices' when sliced' on a 
meat sllcer. When cut by hand, fewer 
slices can be realized. 


Because of the very thin slices of lean 


meat and the quick stir-cook, Taiwan 
Barbecue will yield four to six servings 
.so it is a dish that is easy on the budget. 
Another budget tip would be to use can- 
nod mushrooms instead of fresh. 


In the Taiwan Barbecue, the beef may 


be cooked on n table grill or in an elec- 
tric skillet for tablcsldc preparation and 
guests interest. This is another budget 
tip ns time is money and you can use 
that preparation time ordinarily required 
to n good advantage on other tasks. Thin 
slices of beef are sautccd with fresh

It's one which even the 
most rigorous calorie counter will ap- 
prove. Slice the zucchini Into rounds and 
serve as finger food \vhile the ham- 
burgers arc sizzling on the grill.

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Want summer job? Just ask dad—if he is a 'public servant 


A Herald staff report 


Summer nepotism — hiring the sons 


and daughters of elected officials and of 
full-time employes for seasonal Jobs — is 
alive nnd well In more than one third of 
0> local school, park and municipal gov- 
ernments In the Northwest suburbs. 


Twelve governments Including eight 


school districts and four park districts 
have policies which ban hiring relatives 
of board members and/or of employ- 
es, a Herald survey of local governments 
reveals. 


Yet 14 local governments do have sum- 


mer employes related to full-time em- 
ployes or to board members or both. 


The prize for hiring relatives would 


have to go to the Buffalo Grove Park 


District which employs children of the 
district secretary, a park board commis- 
sioner, the district board president and 
the park director. 


The summer employes Include Bon- 


nie and G. Scott Kiddle the daughter and 
son of Comr. William J. Kiddle. Bonnie 
Kiddle makes $1 an hour working for a 
second year at the pool concession stand, 
while Scott Kiddle makes $1.75 an hour in 
his third year of doing maintenance for 
the district. 


MICHAEL J. SETTANI. son of Park 


Board Prcs. Joseph Scttannl, makes 
$2.75 an hour doing maintenance work. 
George It. Johnson Jr., the son of district 
secretary Joyce J. Johnson, makes $2.50 
an hour as head life guard at Willow 
Stream Pool in his fourth year of work- 


Ing for the park district during the sum- 
mer. 


Heide Crosland, daughter of' Park Dlr. 


Stan Crosland, makes 50 cents an hour 
working four hours a week helping with 
a gymnastics class. 


The relatively low salaries paid by the 


Buffalo Grove Park District may case 
the wounds of taxpayers who disapprove 
of the pratlce of nepotism. 


Other local governments arc paying 


salaries as high as $4 an hour to summer 
employes who are related to employes or 
officials of that government agency. 


There is no law in Illinois to make such 


hiring practices illegal. And while some 
local boards have moved to pass policy 
statements or ordinances banning nepot- 
ism, others defend the practice as one 


way to get bargain-rate help or highly 
qualified instructors for their programs. 


THE MOUNT PROSPECT Park Dis- 


trict's 10-year-old prohibition on hiring 
any relative of a board member, the su- 
perintendent or any supervisory employe 
is "the greatest thing they (commission- 
era) ever passed," according to Park 
Dir. Thomas Cooper, who readily admits 
it's difficult to give orders to the child of 
a board member. 


But in Schaumburg, Park District Di- 


rector Paul Derda defends his district's 
hiring of children of two commissioners 
as well as of Dcrda's wife. 


Martha Derda makes $4 an hour work- 


ing IMr hours per day, five days a week 
instructing the district's specialized syn- 
chronized swimming program. Head of 


the woman's swimming program at West 
Leyden High School, Mrs. Derda started 
the park program four years ago and 
works every night for about three weeks 
before each park district water show 
without pay. 


Derda says he doesn't like the idea of 


his wife working for him, "but she is the 
most capable person available." 


The two board members' children 


working for the Schaumburg Park Dis- 
trict include Juli Bock, daughter of 
Comr. Robert Bock. She works 35 hours 
a week as a recreation leader at a salary 
of $2.15 per hour. 


Terri Brandenburg, daughter of com- 


missioner and board president John 
Brandenburg, makes $2.15 an hour as a 


lifeguard and swim instructor at the dis- 
trict pool. 


WHILE THE SCHAUMBURG district 


once considered a ban on hiring relatives 
similar to the one in effect in the neigh- 
boring Hoffman Estates Park District, 
Derda 
explains it was rejected be- 


cause it would be a form of reverse prej- 
udice. "It doesn't matter who you know. 
We hire on ability, experience and cre- 
dentials," he said. 


Other instances of summer nepotism in 


local governments include: 


• The Village of Wheeling which is 


paying John Lortz, son of Herb Lortz, 
who heads the village plan commission, 
$3 per hour to do outdoor maintenance in

Under the proposed agreement for con- 


struction of the reservoir, the Lake Coun- 
ty Forest Preserve District will acquire 
the needed land, the Metropolitan Sani- 
tary District will pay for construction 
and the village will maintain the facility 
after it is built. 


The MSD approved the agreement late 


last year and the forest preserve district 
signed it more than two months ago. Buf- 


falo Grove officials have yet to take ac- 
tion. 


V i l l a g e Mgr. Daniel Larson said 


Wednesday the village board has not act- 
ed on the agreement because it is waiting 
far a clarification from the forest pre- 
serve district on its maintenance respon- 
sibilities.

like to sec the $2.1 million facility com- 
pleted by mid-1975. If the village docs not 
sign the agreement soon, this may not be 
possible. 


As soon as Buffalo Grove signs the 


agreement, Socsbc said the forest pre- 
serve district will apply for a $1.8 million 
federal grant that would reimburse the 
MSD for the land acquisition cost. 


Socsbe said ho is pessimistic about 


chances of receiving the grant because 
federal money at present is "tight." The 
MSD, however, has said it will assume 
the entire cost if the grant is refused. 


Socsbc said acquiring the land for the 


reservoir could take from two months to 
two years, depending on the amount of 
resistance 
from 
property owners. If 


there is a lot of resistance, he said, con- 
demnation will be necessary and it will 
take more time. 


WHEN COMPLETED, the 260-million 


gallon reservoir will provide major flood 
relief for downsteam homes in Buffalo 
Grove, Wheeling nnd parts of unincorpo- 
rated Cook County. 


The reservoir is planned for the south- 


west corner of Arlington Heights and 
Checker roads. During severe storms, it 
will hold water and prevent It from over- 
loading streams and creeks. 


After the storm has ended and the 


streams and creeks arc able to handle 
additional water it will be released from 
the reservoir.

Omni-House: Youth Services Bureau is 


hoping to set up a program to help par- 
entless children make the transition from 
living in institutions or with foster fami- 
lies to being on their own. 


Details on the program are being 


worked out with the Illinois Dept. of Chil- 
dren and Family Services. If the idea is 
approved, the department would refer 
wards of the state between the ages of 16 
and 18 who are ready to assume respon- 
sibility to Omni-House. The local coun- 
seling agency would then place the teen- 
agers with single adults willing to act as 
"youth advocates." 


The function of the "youth advocate" 


would be to provide a place for the teen- 
ager to live with him or her for three to 
six months and get advice on finding a 
job, budgeting and other information to 
help him function later on his own, ac- 
cording to Lois Broil, Omni-House social 
worker. 


"The 'youth advocate* will be more 


like a quasi-roommnte than a foster par- 
ent," Miss Broil said. "We're not looking 
for people who would be parent figures, 
but somebody to serve as a friend and 
advocate for these kids." 


ACCORDING TO Miss Broil, a con- 


tract between Omni-House and the Dcpt. 
of Children and Family services will 
probably be signed next week. 


The Omni-House staff will then begin a 


campaign to recruit single adults be- 
tween the ages of about 20 and 30 inter- 
ested in participating in the program. 


Miss Broil said "youth advocates" will 


probably receive about $230 per month 
from the Dept. of Children and Family 
Services. The money may be used to pay 
for the child's room and board or the 
advocate and the child may work out 
other arrangements. For example, the 
two may agree to save the money to ap- 
ply later to the rent on the teen-ager's 
apartment when he begins working. 


"The advocates won't be counselors, 


but hopefully they'll provide a practical 
living situation where kids can learn to

Iii Arlington Heights 
Army won't budge on use of Nike site 


by JOE SWICKARD 


The Army "can'.t come up with a viable 


alternative to the facilities at Arlington 
Heights," said Undersecretary of the 
Army Eugene Berg. 


Berg made the statement in defense of 


tho recent Army decision to retain con- 
Irol of the remaining 75 acres of the Ar- 
lington Heights Nike Base, Central and 
Wilkc roads. He was addressing citizens, 
village and park district officials and 
aides of local legislators at a meeting 
Wednesday morning at the Arlington 
Heights municipal Building called by U. 
S. Rep. Philip M. Crane, R-:2th. 


The park district, backed by local resi- 


dents and area legislators, has been try- 
ing to have the last acreage of the 137- 
acrc base turned over for public recrea- 
tional use. 


The Army plans to station about 1,200 


men at tlic base. Other reservists from 
tho Chicago area would use the base as a 
training facility from time to time, Berg 
Miid. 


He and other Army officials assured 


local representatives there would be no 
live ammunition, nor full field maneu- 
vers at the base. 


C.ROUPS FAVORING the park district 


asked Berg whether other regional sites, 
such as Ft. Sheridan, Glcnview Naval 
Air Station or the Addison Nike Base, 
had been explored as possible alterna- 
tives to Arlington Heights. 


Berg said the other sites had been ex- 


amined and the Army decided ". . . the 
site at Arlington Heights is right." 


.lack Walsh, Arlington Heights Village 


President questioned Berg sharply on the 
manner at which that decision was 
reached and was announced to the com- 
munity. 


"It was like we were in a ball game 


and you were at bat when the game got 
called. The game starts up again and we 
fmtl you're on second base. I just want to 
know how you got there," Walsh said. 


Berg .said a report on the decision- 


making process was on his desk and 
would be made available to local legisla- 
tors within a week. 


Walsh pressed Berg further. "Wo need 


some statement without burdening the 
Army justifying this decision. It's hard to 
drive by all that open land and golf 
course at Glcnview..."

Berg answered. "Sometimes we have

Walsh then said, "You still haven't ex- 


plained it (why Arlington Heights is 
more attractive than the other sites). 
the issue isn't just a golf course. The 
people here don't have enough recrea- 
tional land. . . We need a justification 
for the quote arbitrary unquote deci- 
sion."

Gen. John Roberts, chief of Army Re- 


serves, said volunteers and reserves 
were needed for the Army to maintain 
strength.

made to remain in Arlington Heights and

Wheeling officials arc worried that 


they will be forced to annex a 200-unit 
condominium project south of the village 
on Wolf Road without adequate control 
over building density. 


Avis Enterprises has received county 


permits to build on 14 acres just north of 
the Wheeling Drainage Ditch. Earth 
moving for the project has already be- 
gun, and Village Mgr. George Passolt 
said the developers arc now interested 
into annexing to the village. 


While village officials are trying to 


lower density rales for condominiums 
from 16 to 14 units per acre, the county 
allows a higher number of units per acre. 
Board members said the developers may 
try to use their county permits as lever- 
age in bargaining for maximum density 
if the village annexes the property. 


JAMES DIP1ETRO, however, said his 


firm is already planning to reduce the 
density of the project from 228 units or 
16.3 per acre to 200 units or 14.3 per acre. 
He said this will allow more three bed- 
room condominiums, which he said are 
more popular in this area. 


"The only way I would cut It (density) 


would be to go to more three bedrooms, 
which we already plan to do," DIPietro 
said. "The plans are set, and we can't 
change plans." 


DIPietro said the village does not have 


(o worry about getting a low quality de- 
velopment If it annexes the property. He 


said the condominiums will sell for about 
$50,000 and the project will include un- 
derground parking, club house and swim- 
ming pool. The project is being designed 
for older couples, rather than families 
with children, he said. 


Village officials, however, are remem- 


bering a similar situation with the Fox- 
boro Apartments. Developers of this 
project obtained county zoning for the 
project before seeking annexation and 
zoning In the village. The project was 
approved wilh a density of more than 18 
units per acre, so that the village would 
have jurisdiction over the complex that 
would be built anyway. 


DIPIETRO SAID he thinks annexation 


to the village will be beneficial for both 
Plum Creek and Wheeling. "I feel that it 
will be a part of the village anyway 
there," he said. "'It's always an advan- 
tage to a builder to go into a village lim- 
its. We'd be very foolish not to consider 
it." 


If the village does not annex the prop- 


erty, DIPietro said the project will hook 
into the Metropolitan Sanitary District 
sewer on Hlntz Road and install its own 
well system. 


The village board has directed the plan 


commission to review plans for the proj- 
ect to see if it would be acceptable to the 
village. No date has yet been set for that 
review.

Roberts added that the study would 


lake three to four months to complete 
and go through channels. 


Members of the Committee for Utili- 


zation of the Nike Base, an umbrella 
group backing the park district, said that 
10 to 15 acres would be adequate for the 
number of men at the base. Martin Caw- 
ley, of the committee, said, "anything 
over 15 acres will be unacceptable to the 
community." 


Berg replied, "You're on dangerous 


grounds to talk about acreage." 


BERG SAID THE Army would try to 


be a good neighbor and would be "as 
.flexible as uc can within that (land 
need) framework . . . If there Is bad 
backwash from this, we'll just have to 
accept it." 


After the meeting Cawly said the 


Army's position was still unacceptable to 
the committee. "We just don't accept the 
premise that the Army needs all the 
land. They have to show us a detailed 
accounting for all their needs," he said. 


Charles Wolff, an aide to U. S. Sen. 


Adlai Stevenson concurred. "Until we 
sec the Chicago Plan we're still not con- 
vinced ...

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Army won't budge on use 
of Nike site despite protests

The Army "can't come up with a viable 


alternative to the facilities at Arlington 
Heights." said Undersecretary of the 
Army Eugene tiers.

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Army won't budge on use 
of Nike site despite protests

The Army "can't come up with a viable 


nltcrnative to the facilities at Arlington 
Hcigb's." sold Undersecretary of the 
Army Eugene Berg. 


Berg made the statement In defense of 


the recent Army decision to retain con- 
trol of the remaining 73 acres of tho Ar- 
lington Heights Nike Base. Central and 
Wllke roads. Ho was addressing citizens, 
village and park district officials and 
aides of local legislators at a meeting 
Wednesday morning at the Arlington 
Heights Municipal Building called by U. 
S. Rep. Philip M. Crane. R-l2th. 


The park district, backed by local resi- 


dents and area legislators, has been try- 
Ing to nave the last acreage of tho 137- 
acre base turned over for public recrca- 
Nona! use. 


The Army plans to station about 1,200 


men at tho base. Other reservists from 
I ho Chicago area would use the base as a 
training facility from time to time, Berg 
said. 


He and other Army officials assured 


local representatives there would be no 
live ammunition, nor full field maneu- 
vers at the base. 


GROUPS FAVORING the park district 


asked Berg whether other regional sites, 
such as Ft. Sheridan. Glcnvlcw Naval 
Air Station or the Addison Nike Base, 
had been explored as possible alterna- 
tives to Arlington Heights. 


Berg said the other sites had been ex- 


amined and tho Army decided ". . . the 
site at Arlington Heights Is right." 


Jack Walsh. Arlington Heights Village 


President questioned Berg sharply on the 
manner at which that decision wns 
reached and was announced to the com- 
munity. 


"It was like we were In a ball game 


and you were at bat when the game got 
called. Tho game starts up again and wo 
find you're on second base. 1 just want to 
know how you got there," Walsh said. 


Berg said a report on the decision- 


making process was on his desk and 
would be made available to local legisla- 
tors within a week. 


Walsh pressed Berg further. "We need 


some statement without burdening (he 
Army justifying this decision. It's hard to 
drive by all that open land and golf 
course at Glcnvlcw..." 


WALSH OFFERED to drive Berg and 


the generals to Glen view to point out the 
open space at the facility. 


Berg aruxvorcd. "Sometimes we have 


to be arbitrary . , . We, the Army, own 
the land and have the right and necessity 
to use It." 


Wnlsh then said, "You still haven't ex- 


plained It (why Arlington Heights is 
more attractive than the other sites), 
the issue Isn't just a golf course. The 
people here don't have enough recrea- 


tional land. . . Wo need a justification 
for the quoto arbitrary unquote deci- 
sion." 


Gen. John Roberts, chief of Army Re- 


serves, said volunteers and reserves 
were needed for the Army to maintain 
strength. "In order to do this ... you 
have to hove a site ideally located," re- 
ferring to Arlington Heights. 


Berg said the Army Is now drawing up 


plans for all metropolitan areas, In- 
cluding Chicago, that would best utilize 
existing bases -and would Integrate re- 
serves and the regular army. According 
to the "Chicago Plan," Berg said Arling- 
ton Heights would moke the best avail- 
able site. 


DERG SAID THE decision had been 


made to remain In Arlington Heights and 
the Army wns now seeking "what con be 
done to Improve the situation." 


Areas of compromise raised at the 


meeting Included a land swap with the 
park district and the possibility of de- 
claring some of the 75 acres as excess. 


Berg termed the land swap "relatively 


easy." The park district has title to 13 
acres outside the fence and lias applied 


for an additional 52 acres already de- 
clared surplus. 


The swap would trade the park's 13 


acres for land adjoining the 52 acres. It 
is hoped this would provide enough land 
for a small golf course. 


Berg, saying he did not want to hold 


out any false hopes, said a review of ex- 
act land needs of the reserves would be 
completed with the "Chicago Plan."' 


Roberts added, that the study would 


take three to four months to complete 
and go through channels. 


Members of the Committee for Utili- 


zation of the Nike Base, an umbrella 
group backing the park district, said that 
10 to 15 acres would be adequate for the 
number of men at the base. Martin Caw- 
Icy, of the committee; said, "anything 
over 15 acres will be unacceptable to the 
community." 


Berg replied, "You're on dangerous 


grounds to talk about acreage." 


BERG SAID THE Army would try to 


be a good neighbor and would be "as 
flexible as we can within that (land 
need) framework . . . If there is bad 
backwash from this, we'll just have to 
accept it."

Summer nepotism — hiring the sons 


and daughters of elected officials and of 
full-time employes for seasonal jabs — is 
alive and well In more than one third of 
33 local school, park and municipal gov- 
ernments In the Northwest suburbs. 


Twelve governments Including eight 


school districts and four park districts 
have policies which ban hiring relatives 
of board members and/or of employ- 
es, a Herald survey of local governments 
rcvcnls. 


Yet 14 local governments do have sum- 


mer employes related to full-time em- 
ployes or to board members or both. 


The prize for hiring relatives would 


have to go to the Buffalo Grove Park 


District which employs children of the 
district secretary, a park board commis- 
sioner, the district board president and 
the park director. 


The summer employes include Bon- 


nie and G. Scott Kiddle the daughter and 
son of Comr. William J. Kiddle. Bonnie 
Kiddle makes $1 an hour working for a 
second year at the pool concession stand, 
while Scott Kiddle makes $1.75 an hour In 
his third year of doing maintenance for 
the district. 


MICHAEL J. SETTANI. son of Park 


Board Prcs. Joseph Settannl, makes 
$2.73 an hour doing maintenance work. 
George R. Johnson Jr., the son of district 
secretary Joyce J. Johnson, makes $2.50 
an hour as head life guard at Willow 
Stream Pool In his fourth year of work- 


ing for the park district during the sum- 
mer. 


Hcide Crosland, daughter of Park Dlr. 


Stan Crosland,. makes 50 cents an hour 
working four hours a week helping with 
a gymnastics class. 


The relatively low salaries paid by the 


Buffalo Grove Park District may ease 
the wounds of taxpayers who disapprove 
of the pratico of nepotism. 


Other local governments are paying

is "the greatest thing they (commission- 
ers) ever passed," according to Park 
Dlr.

Leyden High School, Mrs. Derda started 
the park program four years ago and 
works every night for about three weeks 
before each park district water show 
without pay.

The two board members' children

WHILE THE SCHAUMBURG district 


once considered a ban on hiring relatives 
similar to the one in effect in the neigh- 
boring Hoffman Estates Park District, 
Derda explains it was rejected be- 
cause it would be a form of reverse prej- 
udice.

People In Hoffman Estates feel their 


taxes arc too high, and while they favor 
village purchase of land for open space 
preservation, they arc less enthused 
about tax Increases to pay for recreation 
areas. 


Local police protection Is adequate, but 


parks arc not, and while more residents 
feel village government Ignores their 
wishes than do not, residents generally 
feel village trustees do a good job. 


These arc among attitudes indicate in 


the results of a village survey conducted 
four months ago by the village board's 
public Information committee. Although 
the survey questions were randomly de- 
livered to 1.000 homes, and copies were 
available for other persons at the village 
hall, only about 280 persons responded. 


Nearly half of them were aged 26 to 35 
years, almost a third wore between 36 
and 45 years old, and the rest were scat- 
tered at bath ends of the age scale. 
Slightly more than half the respondents 
were men. 


The survey showed a 4 per cent unem- 


ployment rate in the village, and nearly 
2 per cent in each of the categories of re- 
tired or student. Nearly 25 per cent of 
the persons answering were housewives, 
and the rest were employed. 


Most village residents came to Hoff- 


man Estates from Chicago or other parts 
of Cook County, and 84 per cent arc liv- 
ing In their first home in the village. A 
total of 83 per cent expect to stay in the 
village.

Looking for a nice cool 
spot? Not the library 


If your Idea far beating the heat wave 


is rushing to the air-conditioned library, 
curling up and reading away the hottest 
haunt—forget it! 


The Schaumburg Township Public Li- 


brary Is roasting like an oven. The air- 
conditioning broke down two weeks ago 
and might not be fixed for another six 
weeks. 


The breakdown hasn't affected the use 


of the library, said Mike Madden, library 
director. No one noticed the lack of air 
conditioning until the temperature start- 
ed rising this week. 


Last Saturday, he said, the tempera- 


ture started rising Inside the library and 
"it's been getting hotter and hotter ever 
since." 


The library's fan system helped keep 


the temperature cooler last week, he 
said, but now the outside air is too hot to 
bring any relief. 


The library docs not have any windows 


It can open so It must depend on the fan 
and air conditioning system for circula- 
tion. 


NO PROGRAMS have been curtailed 


although several arc taking place outside 
on the terrace. There also arc fewer li- 
brary browsers. Only the "dlehards" 
come and stay, he said. 


The air conditioning will cost about 


$10,000 to fix. This cost Is covered In the 
service contract the library holds with' 
Murphy and Miller Co. 


A new compressor must be shipped 


from Dayton, Ohio, to fix the air condi- 
tioning. The company refuses to give a 
date when it might be fixed because the 
factory is so far behind Its shipping 
schedule, said Madden. 


However, a representative told him It 


took about eight weeks last summer for 
a similar air conditioning system to be 
fixed In the Chicago area. 


Although over a period of time humid- 


ity and heat can harm paintings and 
records like those at the library, Madden 
said he docs not anticipate any damage 
to the library records. No property dam- 
age resulting from the broken air condi- 
tioning has resulted.

Summer nepotism — hiring the sons 


and daughters of elected officials and of 
full-time employes for seasonal jobs — Is 
alive and well In more than one third of 
33 local school, park and municipal gov- 
ernments In the Northwest suburbs. 


Twelve governments Including eight 


school districts and four park districts 
have policies which ban hiring relatives 
of board members and/or of employ- 
es, a Herald survey of local governments 
reveals. 


Yet 14 local governments do have sum- 


mer employes related to full-time em- 
ployes or to board members or both. 


The prize for hiring relatives would 


have to go to the Buffalo Grove Park 


District which employs children of the 
district secretary, a park board commis- 
sioner, the district board president and 
the park director. 


The summer employes Include Bon- 


nie and G. Scott Kiddle the daughter and 
son of Comr. William J. Kiddle. Bonnie 
Kiddle makes $1 an hour working for a 
second year at the pool concession stand, 
while Scott Kiddle makes $1.75 an hour in 
his third year of doing maintenance for 
the district. 


MICHAEL J. SETTANI, son-of Park 


Board Pros. Joseph Settannl, makes 
$2.75 an hour doing maintenance work. 
George R. Johnson Jr., the son of district 
secretory Joyce J. Johnson, makes $2.50 
an hour as head life guard at Willow 
Stream Pool In his fourth year of work- 


Ing for the park district during the sum- 
mer. 


Helde Crosland, daughter of Park Dlr. 


Stan Crosland, makes 50 cents an hour 
working four hours a week helping with 
a gymnastics class. 


The relatively low salaries paid by the 


Buffalo Grove Park District may ease 
the wounds of taxpayers who disapprove 
of the praticc of nepotism. 


Other local governments are paying 


salaries as high as $4 an hour to summer 
employes who are related to employes or 
officials of that government agency. 


There Is no law In Illinois to make such 


hiring practices Illegal. And while some 
local boards have moved to pass policy 
statements or ordinances banning nepot- 
ism, others defend the practice as one 


way to get bargain-rate help or highly 
qua'l'led Instructors for their programs. 


THE MOUNT PROSPECT Park Dis- 


trict's 10-year-old prohibition on hiring 
any relative of a board member, the su- 
nerintendent or any supervisory employe 
is "the greatest thing they (commission- 
ers) ever passed," according to Park 
Dlr. Thomas Cooper, who readily admits 
It's difficult to give orders to the child of 
a board member. 


But in Schaumburg, Park District Di- 


rector Paul Derda defends his district's 
hiring of children of two commissioners 
as well as of Derda's wife. 


Martha Derda makes $4 an hour work- 


Ing 1% hours per day, five days a week 
instructing the district's specialized syn- 
chronized swimming program. Head of 


the woman's swimming program at West 
Leyden High School, Mrs. Derda started 
the park program four years ago and 
works every night for about three weeks 
before each park district water show 
without pay. 


Derda says he doesn't like the Idea of 


his wife working for him, "but she is the 
most capable person available." 


The two board members' children 


working for the Schaumburg Park Dis- 
trict include Jull Bock, daughter of 
Comr. Robert Bock. She works 35 hours 
a week as a recreation leader at a salary 
of $2.15 per hour. 


Terr! Brandenburg, daughter of com- 


missioner and board president John 
Brandenburg, makes $2.15 an hour as a 


lifeguard and swim instructor at the dis- 
trict pool. 


WHILE THE SCHAUMBURG district 


once considered a ban on hiring relatives 
similar to the one in effect In the neigh- 
boring Hoffman Estates Park District, 
Derda explains it was rejected be- 
cause it would be a form of reverse prej- 
udice. "It doesn't matter who you know. 
We hire on ability, experience and cre- 
dentials," he said. 


Other instances of summer nepotism in 


local governments include: 


• The' Village of Wheeling which is 


paying John Lortz, son of Herb Lortz, 
who heads the village plan commission, 
$3 per hour to do outdoor maintenance in

Downtown group seeks 
to suspend library plans

A special subcommittee set up to study 


downtown redevelopment In Mount Pros- 
pect has recommended that plans for a 
new public library be suspended until nn 
overall plan for upgrading the central 
business district Is completed. 


The subcommittee, with the backing of 


the village planning commission which 
oversees the subcommittee, urged that li- 
brary plans "be held in abeyance" for 
about six months pending completion of 
a downtown redevelopment scheme. 


The subcommittee stated that the Cen- 


tral School property, which has been tab- 
bed for tho library site, may not be ap- 
propriate for that use. "Commitment of 
this key piece of property to library use 
docs not appear to be the best use of the 
site and tho site would be more valuable 
to overall downtown redevelopment if de- 
veloped commercially," 
the subcom- 


mittee maintained. 


It suggested further til at the village re- 


tain "professional planners and market 
researchers to study the entire downtown 
area, and let them tell us where the li- 
brary should be located." 


THE RECOMMENDATIONS were con- 


tained in a two-page preliminary report 
prepared by the subcommittee and sub- 
mitted to the village board's finance 
committee for consideration. Other key 
recommendations: 


• Property Consultants, Inc., North- 


field, should bo hired at a fee of $16,500 
to conduct an economic feasibility study 
of tho downtown area. "Wilhiout this 
study, any physical plan Is worthless," 
said the subcommittee. "Sound market 
Indications of success are necessary if 
wo are to attract the necessary in- 
vestment capital to the downtown area." 


• Barton-Aschman 
Associates Inc.,

THE VILLAGE BOARD earlier had 


expressed a willingness to hire outside 
planning consultants to help with down- 
town redevelopment. 


However, the recommendation that the 


village hold off on plans for a new public 
library comes at a time when the village 
already has made a commitment to the 
Central School property at the comer of 
Central Road and Main Street by in- 
itiating condemnation proceedings to ob- 
tain the parcel. 


The downtown study subcommittee 


stated that it believes a new library is 
needed and that it should be centrally 
located in the downtown area. "However, 
we also believe that it, too, should be 
planned for as part of the whole down- 
town area." 


The subcommittee noted that officials 


of at least three of the planning firms it 
interviewed in its search for a consultant 
for the village said a library was "not 
the best use" for the Central School site. 
While acknowledging that the opinions 
were voiced without detailed study, 
"(we) 
believe they carry 
sufficient 


weight to recommend a temporary delay 
in library construction" of about six 
months. 


The library board's timetable calls for 


drawings to be prepared this fall, with 
demolition of the present building on the 
property beginning next March and com- 
pletion of the new facility by June 1, 
1076.

Hike goes into effect for 1975 permits 
Vehicle tags climb from $10 to $15 


The Mount Prospect Village Board 


mad* It official: the cost of village ve- 
hicle stickers wilt go up from $10 to $15 
next year. 


The long-awaited final approval Tues- 


day night didn't come, however, without 
an 11 tli-hour verbal duel between Trustee 
Richard N. Hcndricks and Mayor Robert 
D. Tclchcrt. 


Hcndricks who cast the lone dissenting 


vote, suggested that If tho village needs 
additional funds, It should raise the real 
estate tax rate rather than further bur- 
dening motorists. "Let's not be wishy- 
washy," ho declared. "If we need more 
revenue, let's ralso the taxes and not hit 
a specific area like vehicles." 


Hcndricks said that by tacking on the 


extra fee to the real estate bill, tax- 
payers would be able lo claim a deduc- 
tion on their income tax. Under question- 
ing from other board members, however, 
he was unable to estimate the amount of 
the deduction. 


TEICHERT DECLARED that "it's not 


a panacea to throw everything on that 
real estate bill," and noted that the cost 
of vehicle stickers has remained stable 
except for elimination of a reduced rate 
for early payment three years ago — 
while other expenses have Increased. 
"The vehicle taxes have never been ad- 
justed to the cost of living," he said. 
''Perhaps we should adjust it every year 
then not wait five or 10 years to suddenly 
make a big increase. Everybody got a 
free rido; now we're just catching up." 


The mayor angrily continued: "I'm not 


going to apologize to anyone. We need 
the revenue. Our job Is to provide ser- 
vices for this community. Damn it, the 
services for good. People are getting 
what they pay for. I think they're getting 
their dollars' worth." 


One resident who opposed the increase, 


Edward DuPlessls, 307 Wa-Pella Ave., 
suggested that the rates be staggered for 
families with more than one car, so they 


would pay less per vehicle for the second 
or third car. Teichert, however, said he 
believed that if staggered rates were em- 
ployed, families with more than one car 
should pay more per sticker for the sec- 
ond or third car. No action was taken on 
either alternative. 


VOTING IN FAVOR of the $15 fee be- 


sides Teichert were Trustees Marie L. 
Caylor, 0. T. Gustus and Kenneth V. 
Scholtcn. Opposing it, in addition to 
Hendricks, was Trustee E. F. Richard- 
son, who has said previously he believes 
60 per cent is too great an increase. 
Trustee George B. Anderson, who was 
absent, had voted against the increase in 
an earlier, preliminary vote. 


The new, rate 'puts Mount Prospect 


among the highest charging neighboring 
suburbs. Arlington Heights vehicle sti- 
ckers cost $15 if purchased early and $20 
after the cutoff date; Glenview, $15 for

One of the partncrsln Dalrr, Nick Romas, has been in the 


restaurant business for 20 years, operating such estab- 
lishments as Counselor's Row, Romas Restaurant and Marina 
City Restaurants, all in Chicago, and the Sheraton Waukcgan 
restaurant. 


The banquet hall is expected to be opened this fall. 


New police records system 


The board also waived bids and appropriated $10,310 to 


Spcrry-Hcmlngton Corp. for an automated record filing sys- 
tem for the police department. 


Police Chief Ralph J. Doncy said the new system will be 


"most efficient" for handling police records. He suggested 
that the board skip advertising for bids because he said only 
two firms manufacture that type of equipment. The other 
firm. Dicbold Inc., quoted a cost of $10,699. 


Village Mgr. Robert J. Epplcy said the village had Inquired 


about a federal grant to help fund a record system, but was 
told the village's police records would have to be combined 
with those of neighboring suburbs to qualify for a grant. The 
Idea was "too repugnant," he said, explaining why the appli- 
cation was not filed. 


Bike flag Imv? 


Those red flags kids attach to their bicycles so they're 


more visible in traffic may become a requirement. Trustee 
Kenneth V. Scholtcn suggested the village could buy flags in 
bulk then distribute them to youngsters at a small charge 
when they register their bikes. Currently, there is no fee for 
bicycle rcgistratlo, which is done primarily for quick identi- 
fication of lost and stolen bikes.

Librarian Mary Jo Hutchings said the 


library has pamphlet files on tourism 
from all SO states, travel and camping 
magazines, travel guides and atlases, 
parks and campgrounds directories and 
hotel guides. There also is a series of 8 
mm, silent films on many parts of the 
country available at the library. 


The new Maryville school for students 


who attend Maryville Academy in Des 
Plalncs is several months away from the 
start of construction. Officials in River 
Trails Dist. 26, however, arc moving 
ahead to settle many non-construction re- 
lated concerns regarding the new school. 


At its meeting Tuesday, the board au- 


thorized the purchase of $26,347 worth of 
furniture for the new building. Carroll 
Seating Co. of Chicago, the lowest of four 
bidders on the project, was awarded the 
purchase. 


Because the furniture will be delivered 


before the building is completed, Supt. 
John Fridlund said the equipment, which 
consists of cabinets and other items for 
the industrial arts area of the school, will 
have to be stored. 


THE ENTIRE COST of the furniture 


purchase will be reimbursed to the dis- 
trict-by the Illinois Capital Development 
Board (ICDB), which is subsidizing the 
cost of the new school's construction. 


At the request of the administration, 


the board also approved a resolution ask- 
ing the City of Des Plalnes to expedite 
the installation of a 10-inch water main 
at the site where the school Is to be built. 


Tentative plans call for the main to 


run from the intersection of River Road 
and Central Road to the intersection of 
River Road and Gregory' Street, the cor- 
ner where the school will be located. 
From Gregory and River ronds the pipe 
would be reduced to an 8-inch main run- 
ning west and extending to the western 
edge of the district's boundary. 


Fridlund said the administration has 


been in touch with Des Plaines about the 
project but has received no official con- 
firmation as to when or if the work will 
be done. 


THE ICDB, which will also reimburse 


Des Flames for the cost of the work, will 
not allow construction to begin until it 
has assurances that the water situation 
for the school has been resolved, Frid- 
lund said. 


Asst. Supt. James Retzlaff also said 


the Forest River Sanitary District has 
agreed to annex the school site as part of 
its territory. The board approved the ac- 
tion and authorized the board president 
and board secretary to sign the annexa- 
tion agreement. 


The ICDB lias yet to approve archi- 


tectural plans for the school. Anthony J. 
"Siros, architect with the firm of Fields, 
Goldman and Magee of Mount Vernon 
who is in charge of the project, said 
plans will be presented at a July 16 
meeting of the ICDB in Springfield. 


Siros said he is hopeful of letting bids 


on the project by late September or early 
October. Occupancy is scheduled for fall,

alivo and well In more than one third of 
33 local school, park and municipal gov- 
ernments In the Northwest suburbs. 


Twelve governments including eight 


school districts and four park districts 
huvo policies which ban hiring relatives 
of board members and/or of employ- 
es, a Herald survey of local governments 
reveals. 


Yet 14 local governments do have sum- 


mer employes related to full-time em- 
ployes or to board members or both. 


Tho prize for hiring relatives would 


have to go to the Buffalo Grove Park 


District which employs children of the 
district secretary, a park board commis- 
sioner,, the district board president and 
the park director. 


The summer employes Include Bon- 


nie and G. Scott Kiddle the daughter and 
son of Comr. William J. Kiddle. Bonnie 
Kiddle makes $1 an hour working for a 
second year at the pool concession stand, 
while Scott Kiddle makes $1.75 an hour in 
his third year of doing maintenance for 
tho district. 


MICHAEL J. SETTANI, son of Park 


Board Prcs. Joseph Settannl, makes 
$2.75 an hour doing maintenance work. 
George R. Johnson Jr., the son of district 
secretary Joyce J. Johnson, makes $2.50 
an hour as head life guard at Willow 
Stream Pool in his fourth year of work- 


Ing for the park district during the sum- 
mer. 


Helde Crosland, daughter of Park Dlr. 


Stan Crosland, makes 50 cents an hour 
working four hours a week helping with 
a gymnastics class. 


The relatively low salaries paid by the 


Buffalo Grove Park District may ease 
the wounds of taxpayers who disapprove 
of the pratlce of nepotism. 


Other local governments are paying 


salaries as high as $4 an hour to summer 
employes who are. related to employes or 
officials of that government agency. 


There is no law in Illinois to make such 


hiring practices illegal. And while some 
local boards have moved to pass policy 
statements or ordinances banning nepot- 
ism, others defend the practice as one 


way to get bargain-rate help or highly 
qua'lfied Instructors for their programs. 


THE MOUNT PROSPECT Park Dis- 


trict's 10-year-old prohibition on hiring 
any relative of a board member, the su- 
nerintendent or any supervisory employe 
is "the greatest thing they (commission- 
ers) ever passed," according to Park 
Dlr. Thomas Cooper, who readily admits 
it's difficult to give orders to the child of 
a board member. 


But in Schaumburg, Park District Di- 


rector Paul Derda defends his district's 
hiring of children of two commissioners 
'as well as of Dcrda's wife. 


Martha Derda makes $4 an hour work- 


Ing 1% hours per day, five days a week 
Instructing the district's specialized syn- 
chronized swimming program. Head of 


the woman's swimming program at West 
Leyden High School, Mrs. Derda started 
the park program four years ago and 
works every night for about three weeks 
before each park district water show 
without pay. 


Derda says he doesn't like the idea of 


his wife working for him, "but she is the 
most capable person available." 


The two board members' children 


working for the Schaumburg Park Dis- 
trict include Juli Bock, daughter of 
Comr. Robert Bock. She works 35 hours 
a week as a recreation leader at a salary 
of $2.15 per hour. 


Terri Brandenburg, daughter of com- 


missioner and board president John 
Brandenburg, makes $2.15 an hour as a 


lifeguard and swim instructor at the dis- 
trict pool. 


WHILE THE SCHAUMBURG district 


once considered a ban on hiring relatives 
similar to the one in effect in the neigh- 
boring Hoffman Estates Park District, 
Derda explains it was rejected' be- 
cause it would be a form of reverse prej- 
udice. "It doesn't matter who you know. 
We hire on ability, experience and cre- 
dentials," he said.

The park district, backed by local resi- 


dents and area legislators, has been try- 
ing to have the last acreage of the 137- 
acrc base turned over for public recrea- 
tional use.

The Army plans to station about 1,200 


men at the base. Other reservists from 
the Chicago area would use the base as a 
training facility from time to time, Berg 
said.

asked Berg whether other regional sites, 
such as Ft.

Jack Walsh, Arlington Heights Village

"It was like we were in a ball game 


and you were at bat when the game got 
called. Tho game starts up again and we 
find you're on second base. I just want to 
know how you got there," Walsh said. 


Berg said a report on the decision- 


making process was on his desk and 
would be made available to local legisla- 
tors within a week. 


Walsh pressed Berg further. "We need 


some statement without burdening the 
Army justifying this decision. It's hard to 
drive by all that open land and golf 
course at Glenview..." 


WALSH OFFERED to drive Berg and 


the generals to Glenview to point out tho 
open space at the facility. 


Berg answered. "Sometimes we have 


to be arbitrary . . . We, the Army, own 
the land and have the right and necessity 
to use It." 


Walsh then said, "You still haven't ex- 


plained it (why Arlington Heights is 
more attractive than the other sites), 
the Issue isn't just a golf course. The 
people here don't have enough recrea- 
tional land. , . We need a justification

Street repaying program 
delayed by cement strike 


A strike of area cement truckdrlvcrs 


which enters Its eighth week today is 
holding tip Arlington Heights' street re- 
paving program, and some streets origi- 
nally planned for resurfacing may have 
to be dropped from the schedule. 


The strike between the truckdrlvcrs 


and the Northern Illinois Ready Mix and 
Materials Assn. has put the village near- 
ly a month-nnd-n-half behind on street 
rcpavlng. according to Village Engineer 
Allen Sander. 


"We started tearing out curbs almost 


two months ago and now we're losing 
time and good weather." said Snndcr. 


Whether the village Is able to complete 


Its $400.000 summer rcpavlng program 
depends on how soon the strike is settled, 
what the ensuing demand for concrete Is, 
and the weather. 


"IF THEY DONT go back to work 


soon we'll have to abandon parts of the 
program." said Arlington Heights Public 
Works Director Gene Willroth. 


"We'll still attempt to finish everything 


In sight." Sander said. 


Concrete Is used for curb rebuilding ' 


and to raise street manholes level With 
the new asphalt layer. 


But the strike Ims cut out deliveries of 


asphalt and gravel too. 


"We can't even get a truckload of 


stone," said L. A. Hanson, Arlington 
Hclahts village manager. "The thing has 
really left us hanging by our thumbs." 


Among the streets slated for asphalt 


resurfacing arc the old concrete streets 
in the Stoncgatc subdivision, sections of 
Bclmont and Evergreen avenues, and 
south Dunton Avenue. 


A NUMBER OF OTHER streets, total- 


Ing some 74.000 square feet, arc sched- 
uled for reconditioning with the Cutler 
prepnvcr. and still more streets, 93,000 
square yards, arc scheduled for seal 
coating. 


"I can't tell you exactly when we'll be 


able to get started." Hanson said. 


Priorities for street rcpavlng ore set 


by the village's engineering and public 
works departments, The village uses 
state motor fuel tax funds to pay for the 
annual maintenance work. 


If any streets arc dropped from this 


>ear's repaving plan, they will be re- 
scheduled next month, Willroth said.

chairman, Indicated he thought the com- 
mission was in general agreement with 
the concept of tho proposed residential 
development but would "like to see a 
little less density."

president of L. F. Draper and Associates, 
the proposed developers. "We'll try to 
come up with something that will make 
more people happy." 


A FINAL DECISION on tho concept of 


the proposed development Is expected by 
the plan commission on July 16 at an 8 
p.m. meeting at the Slade Street Fire 
Station. 117 W. Sladc St. 


The Hunting Ridge and Willow Walk 


Homeowners Associations have asked the 
plan commission to reject the concept of 
the development due to the high density. 


"The density proposed for the net 


bulldable acreage is so very much higher 
than any of the surrounding community 
areas that it would Introduce an alien 
lifestyle to those already established," 
said Mike Callos, reading a prepared 
statement from the Hunting Ridge 
Homeowners Assoc. The proposed den- 
sity "means an ocean of asphalt punc- 
tuated by storm waves of buildings as- 
saulting the character of the surrounding 
community," ho continued. 


The proposed density ranges from 3 to 


20 units per acre. A total of 2,800 dwell- 
ing units on 202 acres are proposed for 
residential use including single family 
homes, townhouscs and condominiums. 
Parking would cover approximately 35 
acres and buildings 45 acres, represent- 
ing 40 per cent of the 202 acres. 


RONALD SAVALUS, 1145 Hunting Dr., 


has proposed the density in the devel- 
opment range from three to six units per 
acre. 


A major objection of homeowners and 


plan commission members is the pro- 
posed low density use with 12 units per 
acre on the east side of Quentln Road 
across from Hunting Ridge subdivision. 


Homeowners have argued the density 


of the development with a projected pop- 
ulation of 6,700 persons would have an 
adverse impact on community services 
and facilities includings parks, schools, 
utilities and fire and police protection. 


Draper has agreed to donate a 10-acre 


school site to Palatine-Rolling Meadows 
Dlst. 15 and $35 for every dwelling unit 
constructed. 


A DONATION OF the 95 acres of green 


space and lakes planned in the devel- 
opment has been offered to the Palatine 
Park District. 


Fred Hall, Palatine Park District di- 


rector, said the park district would be 
Interested in the 14-acre lake on the 
property that .extends into Perlgrlne 
Park in the Hunting Ridge subdivision if 
access was provided tod proper 


but had reservations on some of the oth- 
er area. He explained two of the smaller 
lakes and green areas are isolated and 
have limited recreation value. Hall did 
not comment on the large lake and green 
area on the eastern boundary of the 
property. 


"All of the recreation needs of 7,500 


people cannot be met In flood plain," 
said Hall. He indicated the park district 
would compute figures on what it felt 
was adequate recreation acres in ade- 
quate locations for the development. 


THE LOCATION OF 35 acres of com- 


mercial development on the property 
also met with some objections. The com- 
mercial use is proposed mainly at the 
core of the development at Euclid Road 
extended and Quentin Road. A 14-acre 
shopping center is proposed for the 
northeast corner of the intersection with 
a 90-foot mound of dirt approximately 14 
feet high to buffer it from the Hunting 
Ridge subdivision. The homeowners have 
asked that the shopping center be moved 
to one of the other corners and a smaller 
commercial use be planned for the north- 
east corner. A larger landscaped area 
screening the development also has been 
suggested. 


The plan commission has also re-

Draper indicated the development 
of the entire 365-acre parcel could take
